New York, March 15.—The war depart- 
ment is much worried now as to how it 
will be able to get all the volunteer res- 
iments away from Cuba and Porto Rico 
before the quarantine goes into effect. 

After that all the soldiers coming north 
will be obliged to remain in the transports 
after reaching the United Stafes until the 
health officers decide that there is no 
danger of their developing yellow fever 
or other contagious, diseases.

Mob of Two Hundred Whitecaps Enter Town 
- and Attack the Negroes,Who Were Charged 
With Arson---Governor Asked for Troops.

PALMETTO, Ga., March 16.--4 a. m.==Special.--Nine negroes were the 
victims of a party of masked whitecaps in Palmetto at about 1 o'clock. 

While the people were sleeping quietly a gang of fully two hundred 
men,entered the town, rode up to an outhouse where the negroes were 
imprisoned and called on the guard, with threats and curses, to turn 
over the nine negroes who were held there for trial on the charge of 


The guards were overpowered without difficulty, and with a rush the. 
whitecaps made for the prisoners, who had been awakened by the noise 
on the outside. The nine negroes were shot down while they were call- 
ing for mercy. Six of them were killed outright; the others will die. 

The greatest excitement prevails in the town. 
and armed, and fearing an outbreak on the part of the negroes of the 
community, who are threatening to avenge the blood of their race.

Unknown Vessel Founders in Red

Washington, March 15.—United States 
Consul Cunningham, at Aden, Arabia, re- 
ports to the state department that the com- 
mander of H. M. 8.

General Brooke asked Washington sev- 
era] days ago whether in case he dissolved 
the assembly his action would be approved. 
The cabled reply authorized him to dis- 
solve that body, if, in his judgment, such 
an act was necessary. He hopes the as- 
sembly will soon cease of its own accord 
to hold its sessions, but should sessions 
disquieting to the public mind continues, 
he will intervene. 

Havana is much more quiet today, and 
less. excitement is noticeable. This is 
partly due to the fact that th: assembly 
held no meeting. Rumors are current that 
its self-dissolution is a matter of the early 
future. 

The papers continue to print letters and 
telegrams from al] points declaring ad- 
herence to the veteran patriot’s cause. 

The United States military authorities 
publish the following statement: 

‘We are officially authorized to say that 
the president of the United States will not 
recognize any obligation incurred by the 
body known as the Cuban assembly, and 
that all reports and assertions to the con- 
trary are absolutely untrue.”’

They Openly State It Is Almed at the 
Illiterate Negro Vote, 


INTELLIGENT ONES WILL BE BENEFITED 


It Will Take Them from Under Contro] 
of Political Bosses—Pritchard’s 
Weak Arguments—Populists 
Do Not Seem To Know 
Where They Stand.

Raleigh, N. C., March 15.—(Special.)— 
Chairman Simmons, whose splendid man- 
agement was largely instrumenta: in the 
redemption of the state from the evils of 
fusionism, says he is positive the people 
wil] ratify the constitutional amendment. 
Other demooratic lead rs are equally pos- 
itive. There are some of the rank and 
file of the party who are net go certain, 
however, and the republivans and populists 
are hoping that the views cf these doubters 
may be substantially founded. 

©n one point al] are agreed; that is, that 
August, 1900, Is sure to bring a compaign 
as bitter and as sensational as that of gast 
fall. 

The democrats are going before the peo- 
ple in support of the amendment, stating 
frankly that it is almed at the {illiterate 
negro vote and contending that the party 
is committed to the principle of manhood 
suffrage, limiting it as nearly ag possible to 
white manhood, That, they say, is the 
clear and unmistakabie meaning of the 
amendment and its intent. They add that 
they court the intelligent negro vote be- 
cause they know that vote will be cast on 
the side of law and order; and in the de. 
Velopment of this idea they say that the 
real effect gf the amendment is to en- 
franchise the intelligent negro who) dimé 
really never had the righteto tae free exer- 
cise of his ballot before. 

Never Been His Own Boss. 

The intelligent, thoughtful negro, they 
bay, has ever since: emancipation been 
practically at the mercy of the n gro poli- 
tician, He has been compelled to vote the 
republican ticket, no matter who might be 
on it, because negro bosses said su, ‘and 
they knew failur. to respond would mean 
social ostracism, The school teacher who 
showed any such independence would soon 
find his vccupaiion gone and hiinself boy- 
cotted, Under the operations of this 
amendment these intelligent negroes will, 
according to this democratic argument, be 
greatly benefited; and while the democrats 
do not expect to find them casting their 
votes for the amendment, because of the 
strong race pressure that will be brought 
on them, they du not belleve these peopie 
will be sorry to see the adoption of the 
amendment which will give them a politi- 
cal status above their ignorant fellows. 

The republican populist contention is 60, 
ing to be that, while the amendment is 
aimed apparently at the negroes, under its 
provisions the ignorant white man is really 
the one to be hurt. Of course this is not 
an honest contentior,, for the provisions of 
the amendment especially safeguard the 
interests of the illiterate white man; but 
these people hav. only that illiterate vote 
to appeal to and they are going to do it, 
arousing all their prejudices if possibie. 

Plays Both Ends. 

Senator Pritchard, in a long newspaper 
article reviewing the action of the legis- 
lature, takes two positions which do not 
fit each other. He contends in one breath 
that the amendment is unconstitutional 
because it discriminates against the ne- 
gro in favor of the white man, and is, 
therefore, a violation of the “race, color or 
previous condition’ clause of the constitu- 
tion. In other words, that it discriminates 
solely against the negro and because of his 
race. 

In another part of his argument this ver- 
satile politician appeals to the illiterate 
white man to vote against the amendment 
on the ground that they would be disfran- 
chised under ita provisions. As a matter 
of fact, the republicans probabiy get the 
greatest benefit from thig provision in the 
interest of the illiterate white man, for he 
is found In greater numbers in the moun- 
tain counties of western.North Carolina 
than anywhere else in the state, and, like 


government telegraph and telephone sys- | 


his brother in eastern Tennessee, he is a 
republican, The intelligent people tn those 
counties are almost invariably democrats, 
while the illiterate element ig republican. 
It is these men from the republican end 
of the state who are especially cared for 
by the 188 provision in the constitution 
and they know ft. At least a good many 
thousand of them voted to cast out the 
unholy fusion alliance in the last cam- 

paign and that would indicate that they 
are not inclined to put much faith ih the 
cry that there is danger of the democrats 
disfranchising any of them. 

Some Pipe Dreams. 

Some of the republican leaders profess 
to belleve that the ratification of thi« 
amendment will be most beneficial to thejr 
party. They argue that the elimination 
of the negro will result in two good active 
parties in the state in which men can vote 
their convictions; and they point to the 
rapid growth of the manufacturing inter- 
ests throughout the state as meaning that 
there are thousands of protectionists who 
would be found voting the republican ticker 


were it not for the fact that the negro 
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' constitutes the‘ republican party as 
stands now. All of which argues very 
_prettily from a purely theoretical stand- 
point, but the fact that these same re- 
publicans who see those roseate dreams 
are opposing the amendment showg that 
they are not fooling even themselves. 

As for the populists, they do not seem 
to know where they stand. A good many 
of the men who have been prominent in 
populist ranks say they are sick and tired 
of it all and will take no active part here- 
after. Of course, there are men in office, 
state an@ county, to whose interests it is 
to keep alive the party so they can hold 
on to the offices. These men are now 
talking about it being the intent of the 
amendment to cut against the illiterate 
white-man. They find time also to predict 
that the adoption of the amendment .would 
bring a lot of trouble now not looked for. 
They picture the mulattoes and octoroons 
of the state carefully looking into the re~ 
cords of their ancestors for the purpose of 
demonstrating that they, too, come under 
the provisions of the exceptions. This, 
these populists are kind enough to sug- 


gest, would not be relished by a great many | 


people whose family closets would get an 
undesired airing in consequence. Of course, 
this sort of talk is rot. There is little like- 
lihood of any negro in North Carolina put- 
ting up any such claim as that. 

_- Three Elements To Be Considered. 

“Those of them who believe there is a 
possibility of the defeat of the amendment 
—I mean those who take no stock in such 
stuff as that just suggested, but look at 
the thing from a purely political stand- 
point—say that in the last campaign the 
democrats had the active assistance of 
three powerful elements which they may 
or they may not -have in the campaign of 
1900. One of these is the corporation in- 
fluence, which would, perhaps, have an 
easier time of it under republican than 
democratic rule; and another is the saloon 
element, which was actively at work for 
tle party in the last campaign, as was 
demonstrated in several dispensary fights 
before the legislature; and another is the 
denominational college element, which is 
said to be strong. This is the analysis, 
as I have explained, of the opponents cf 
democracy. None of them are given any 
weight by the democratic leaders, who say 
that the issue in the next campaign is sure 
to be just the same as it wag in this and 
that just as sweeping a victory is as- 
sured. 

There is naturally much speculation in 
this connection as to the effect of this 
revolution in the politics of the state upon 
the political fortunes of the men who have 
been most prominent in the fusion move- 
ment. Two senatorships are at stake. The 
November elections eliminated the populist 
statesmen in the lower house of congress, 
leaving only two republicans to contest 
in the delegation. 

Who They Are. 

Small defeats Harry Skinner in the first 
district. He is a former member of the 
house, having been elected in 1892. He is 
@ lawyer of strength and ability; and in 
beating Skinner, he performed a feat that 
few people thought possible. 

White, the negro republican, is returned 
from the second district, which igs an al- 
most solid negro district. 

In the third, Charles R. Thomas succeeds 
Fowler, the populist. Thomas was a 
Bryan elector and is a strong man. 

John W. Atwater, who succeeds Stroud 
in the fourth djstrict, is put down as a 
populist, but was elected by democratic 
votes and will go into the caucus. At the 
dictation of the federal office holders of 
the state Stroud was defeated for renom- 
ination. These federal office holders con- 
trolled the populist convention and-nomi- 
nated Jenkins. The better class of popu- 
lists refused to support Jenkins and se- 
lected Atwater, Stroud’s brother-in-law. 
Atwater took the ground that the only 
issues in the campaign were white su- 
premacy and white money, both of which 
he enthusiastically supported and the dem- 
ocrats were all for him. 

In the fifth district Kitchin, the clever 
democrat, goes back by an increased ma- 
jority. 

In the sixth district Bellamy defeated 
Dockery and has a contest on his hands. 
This contest is based principally on the 
Wilmington troubles. 

. In the seventh Kluttz,. of Salisbury, one 
of the leading democrats of the state, de- 
feated Shuford, populist. 

In the eighth the picturesque Judge Lin- 
ney, republican, is returned by a 6mall ma- 
jority. 

W. TT. Grawford defeated Richmond 
Pearson in the ninth district. Pearson is 
a republican and Crawford a democrat. 
Pearson is contesting, ‘but the evidence and 
recount so far has been favorable to the 


democrat.

Not Final Adjournment. 

Contrary to the almost universal custom 
the legislature of ‘North Carolina did not 
adjourn sine die when it completed its 
business last week, and there is a story in 
that. 

A recess was taken until Tuesday after 
the second Monday in June. One reason 
is given for this, but there are really two. 

It was the boast of the opponents of the 
election law that it would be held by the 
supreme court to be-uncenstitutional. They 
based this claim on the fact of a partisan 
fusion court. It is believed their claim 
would if it came to the test be proven un- 
founded, but the democrats do not intend 
to take chances. When this law was en- 
acted all other laws were repeailed, eo that 
if this were te fall the state would have no 
election law whatsoever. It is to guard 
against such a possibility that the legisla- 
ture remains in official existence; should 
this law be overthrown a new law could be 
speedily enacted. 

The other reason for this recess instead 
of adjournment is given by many people, 
though few care to be quoted about it. 
Since the revolution of last fall which @ver- 
threw the structure of which he was the 
nominal if not the real head, Governor 
Russell has been particularly meek and 
lowly. If during the session of the legisla- 
ture the republican governor gave as much 
as a single chirp, it was not loud enough 
to be heard. 


Was He Afraid of Anything? 

A good many people believe that was due 
to a wholesome fear that the legislature 
would undertake to impeach the chief ex- 
ecutive of the state and Governor Russell 
was not out seeking trouble of that kind. It 
was the general belief, however, that when 
the legislature got safely away beyond the 
impeachment stage the ogvernor and his 
republican and populist cronies might get 
together again and find some way through 
the supreme court or otherwise to over- 
throw the new election law and perhaps 
some of the other good work of the legisla- 
ture, and the recess instead of adjournment 
is notice to Governor Russel] that he is 
not ey beyond the possibility of impeach- 
ment. 

‘Whatever the reason, however, the fact 
that there has been no sine die adjourn- 
ment is interesting. The legislature has 
taken a sort of sword-of damocles position 
over the head of the republican governor, 
and the indications are that the role will 
be effective. If during the remaining two 
years of his office-holding Governor Rugsell 
makes any particular trouble he will gur- 
wore Aga his enemies and his friends. He

EVIDENCE STRONG 
ACAINST PACKERS 


Sensational Turn of Beef Inquiry 
Took Place Yesterday, 


MAGGOTS SEEN IN THE BEEF 


Chicago Packers Charged with Criminal 
Neglect Io Issuing Meat 


ARMY SURGEON WAS QUESTIONED 


Expert from the Packing House Tells 
of the Class of Cattle Commonly 
Used for Canning—Court 
Leaves for Omaha and 
Kansas City. 


Chicago, March 15.—The last witness call- 
ed before the army beef court of inquiry 
today proved to be sensational. 

He was an officer of the regular army, 
First Lieutenant M. Davis, of the First 
cavalry, called. at the request of Major 
Lee, the representative of General Miles, 

Lieutenant Davis testified that in Cuba 
one-half the canned roast beef issued to 
the soldiers was thrown away because it 
was unfit to eat. He testified that he had 
opened one can himself and found mag- 
gots in it. 

Major Lee fasked: 

“How did the maggots get in there?” 

“They were canned in there,” the witness 
replied. 

Colonel Davis—‘‘Are you aware that in 
the process of canning, this meat under- 
goes such an intense heat that no animal 
life could survive in it?” 

“TI don’t mean to say they were alive; 
they were dead.” 

The board left for Omaha tonight. In- 
spection of the stock yards will be made 
at Omaha and Kansas City, and at the 
slatter city some evidence will be taken. 
The intention of the court is to return to 
Chicago by next Tuesday and proceed with 
the examination of witnesses here. 

Surgeon Shaw Testifies. 

The evidence brought forth today was 
largely cumulaitive in its nature, mainly 
with reference to the condition of canned 
and refrigerated beef when issued to the 
troops on shipboard and in Cuba and its 
effect upon the soldiers. 

John B. Shaw, of Joliet, Iil., surgeon of 
the Third Illinois volunteers, testified be- 
fore the army beef inquiry court today 
that on the voyage from Newport News 
to Porto Rico canned roast beef was issued, 
and there was a great deal of complaint 
about it. 

Under cross-examination Dr. Shaw told 
about being called out one night to look 
after the men of hig company, who were 
reported to have been poisoned by eating 
canned roast. He said they vomited fear- 
fully, and it seemed that hypodermic in- 
jections of morphine would hardly relieve 
the pain. 

They were sick for some days afterwards 
with a great deal of diarrhea and intesti- 
nal trouble. 

“When the men ceased eating the canned 
roast beef was there any improvement?’ 
asked Major Lee, . 

“Yes, the canned roast beef generally 
gave them diarrhea and gastric en- 
teritis.”’ 

“Did you in an official 
its discontinuance?” 

“Yes, sir; to my immediate commander.” 

“Did the commissary come around and 
find out how these things were?’ 

Rations Meant Death. 

“He came several times and told us it 
‘was all right. He told us it was all right 
and we would have to eat it. Sometimes 
we substituted what they call bacon, but 
a great deal of that had maggots in it 
and had to be condemned. f

death. They spent all the money they got 
to buy things to eat either at the com- 
missary store or in the city.” 

‘What was the brand on this canned 
roast beef?’’ 

“I think it was Libby, McNeill & Libby; 
I am not sure; I tried to eat some of it, 
but could not; it was absolutely revolting.” 

“When the beef was eaten from cans 
did you order it emptied out of the cans?’ 

“We tried to have it served immediately, 
but under that intense heat putrefaction 
would set in almost as soon as the can was 
opened. I think ptomaines were developed 
almost immediately after the opening of 
the cans.” 
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The next witness was Colonel Fred Britt, | 


colonel of the Third Illinois volunteers. He 
spoke of the voyage from Newport News 
to Porto Rico. 

“There were a great Many complaints 
about the canned roast beef,"’ he said. 
“The complaint about the canned roast beef 
Was that it was nauseating. Specimens 
were brought to me for examination and I 
found them very repulsive. The meat had 
a disagreeable smell. I made . frequent 
representations to General Grant about the 
canned roast beef, but he insisted that the 
trouble was lack of knowledge on the part 
of the cooks,” 

Beef Thrown ‘Overboard. 

Witness remembered that the Massachu- 
setts came to Arroway with a lot of re- 
frigerator beef on’ board and that some of 
it was thrown overboard. The complaint 
about the refrigerator beef was Ahat it 
showed signs of decomposition. Perhaps 0 
per cent of it was thrown away. 

In answer to General Gillespie the wit- 
ness stated that he did not eat any of the 
canned roast beef nor the refrigerated beef, 
He bought some canned bacon and fresh 
fish. He noticed that the canned roast 
beef bore the label of Libby, McNeill & 
Libby. 

Major Joseph« A. Sanborn, of Chicago, 
major of the First Ulinois volunteers, testi- 
fled that the roast canned beef was un- 
Palatable. He inspected the refrigerator 
beef. Two issues out of three was in fine 
condition, but the third was condemned be- 
cause decomposition had set in. The wit- 
ness attributed the spoiled meat to the 
neglect of those charged with the duty of 
issuing it to the men. 

George Lees, the next witness, gave his 
occupation as that of a packing house ex- 
pert, putting up machinery and apparatus 
for large packing houses. He was familiar 
with the classes of cattle delivered in 
Chicago, 

“What are canners?” asked Major Lee. 

‘“Canners” Are Shown Up. 

“What is generally termed ‘canners’ are 
@ very inferior olass of cattle; I think one- 
third of them would be condemned-in any 
English market. Chucks and sometimes 
meat scraped off the plates are: used for 
canning.” 

“About what per cent of nutriment would 
be left in the teat that goes in the can?’ 

“Little or none.” 

Walter C. Jones, sergeant of company K, 
Thirty-third Michigan volunteers, testified 
next. ‘He stated that during the twenty- 
five days in Cuba between the landing and 
Surrender there were scarcely any com- 
Plaint made about the canned roast beef; 
so far as he knew none wag made in re- 
gard to its making the men sick, 

Captain Anson L. Bolte, of the First Illi- 
nois volunteers, testified that he heard no 
complaints about canned roast beef except 
when eaten cold, when it was unpalatable. 

William H. ‘Replogle testified that he 
served in the hospital corps at Porto Rico 
and that canned roast beef was frequently 
served to the corps. He had seen three or 
four cans open with maggots running out 
of them. Witness stated that at Guayamo 
he saw a plece of cooked fresh beef which 


had maggots in it. 
In reply Major ‘Lee the witness told of 


the sicknéss of one Thompson, who had 
nothing whatever to eat the first day after 
landing. The second day he was given 
corned beef and hard tack ‘but had no way 
of making coffee. The man became very 
sick and died within a week. 

After considering in executivesession the 
matter of Calling more witnesses the court 
took @ recess until] 2 o’clock. 

At the afternoon session First Sergeant 
Albert Slavin, of the Seventh United States 
infantry, testified that some of the men 
complained that the canned roast beef was 
not palatable. As to refrigerator beef, 
some of. it spoiled—about half of it—and it 
wag buried. ‘ 

Green Slime Over Beef. 

Corporal Frank P. Rogan, of the Seventh 
infantry, said he did not hear any com- 
plaints about the canned roast beef on the 
voyage, to Cuba. In Cuba he saw some 
which had no taste, smelled bad and had a 
green slime over it. Very little of it was 
eaten. In answer to Major Lée, the wit- 
ness stated that lots of the mén vomited 
after eating canned roast beef. 

First Lieutenant M. F. Davis, of the 
First cavalry, was called upon request® of 
Major Lee. He said that in Cuba the men 
opened all the cans of roast beef issued to 
them, but only consumed one-half of the 
contentS On an average; the rest was 
thrown away because it was unfit to eat. 
The contents of, the can, he said, would 
be about three-quarters suet, not what you 
would call meat. Perhaps the rest ap- 
peared to be tailings or clippings. Some- 
times @ can would-be entirely spoiled. Wit- 
ness said he once opened a can which 
smelled bad; he examined it and found 
maggots in it,

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| LOST VESSEL MAY BE NORMA. 


Missing Yacht in Red Sea Recognized 
as American Vessel. 
New York, March 15.—The. American 
yacht referred to in the dispatch from 
Washington as having been picked up aml 
lost again in the western part of the Red 
sea by the British cruiser Brisko is un- 
doubtedly the eld-racing schooner Norma 
designed by A. Cary Smith in 1888 and at 
one time known as one of the “wettest” 
yachts in the New York yacht squadron. 

In October, 189, the Norma was fitted 
out for a cruise around the world, her 
passengers having the intention of “writ- 
ing up” foreign countries and photograph- 
ing picturesque scenes. 

R. A. Norris, a Nova Scotian, was given 
charge of the Norma. 

She hoisted the flag of the Atlantic Yacht 
Club and sailed on“her long voyage on 
November 2, 189%. The party on board the 
Norma, in addition to Mr. N. J. Weaver, 
a New Englander, who engineered the 
scheme, consisted of Mrs, C. C. Collins, 
of Greensboro, N. C.; Dr. T. A. Worrell, 
of Northwest, Ind.; A. G. Danforth, Jr., 
of St. Louis; Harry P. Taber, of Buffalo, 
N. Y., and W. P. Newcome. 

The Norma reached Fayal,-Azores, about 
March 18th. At the time the Norma sailed 
from New York statements were published 
to the effect that from the point of view 
of an expert sailor the schooner was nat 
exactly fitted for her trip around the world. 
It was gaid that she looked more fit to 
sail in a regatta than to encounter an At- 
lantic gale. Her storm sails were reported 
to be few in number, and it was added 
that she had only a main storm try sail 
to bend if it blew hard, 

One of the passengers on the Norma is 
reported to have said to a reporter on Oc- 
tober 19, 1896: “Each of us goes to hades 
our own road and darn the expense.” 

Captain Norvwis is understood to have left 
the Norma before she sailed, and it is pre- 
sumed that his reason for doing so was 
that he did not believe her to be equal 
to the task of fighting her way around 
the world. 

She was to touch at Baltimore, Charles- 
ton and Jacksonville, thence to the Bermu- 
das and Azores islands and thence to Ca- 
diz an@ Tangier, through the straits of 
Gibraltar to the Balearic islands, Corsica 
and Sardinia. The Adriatic sea was next 
to be visited, and the Norma was then 
to cruise around the coast of Greece to 
the Aegean sea, the Bosphorus, the Black 
sea, southern Russia, Asia Minor, Egypt 
and Tunis, the north coast of Africa, the 
Cape of Good Hope, Madagascar, the In- 
dian ocean, the gulf of Aden, the Arabian 
sea, Ceylon, Sumatra, Java, Australia, the 
South Sea islands, China, Japan and near- 
ly every other place on the habitable glooe. 

The Norma is a wooden schooner of about 
eighty-five tons. She is 105 feet 8 inches 
long over all and 95 feet 2 inches on the 
water line. She has 21 feet 7 inches beam 
and draws 11 feet 3 inches of water. N. J. 
Weaver is registered as her owner.

by saying: 

“The company is waiting to hear a dis- 
tinguished guest, the new ambossador of the 
United States, whom every man of the fore 
and aft m this country is delighted to see; 
but I cannot be seated without saying that 


I took every opportunity to see the Ameri- | 


can fleet in both the Pacific and Atlantic. 

I saw @ very excellent fleet, not only in the 

way the ships are built, but in respect of 

general organization and preparedness. 
Praise from Beresford. 

“T need not extol its officers and men. 
They are of the same blood as ourselves 
and have proved what they could do when 
called upon. I hope the time will very 
shortly come when there will be such an 
understanding between the two countrics 
that if anything occurs @isagreeable to us 
or affecting our honor and safety, these two 
fleets will be together. That wil] make for 
peace.” 

(resident Harper then submitted the 
toast of “Our Guests,’’ coupled with the 
names of Mr: Choate and Baron Russell of 
Killowen. He expressed his keen pleasure 
at the advent of Mr. Choate at a time 
“when there is every disposition to tighten 
the bonds of the Anglo-Saxon race, whose 
only objects are peace, prosperity, freedom 
of trade and progress.”’ 

The toast was received with loud cheers, 
the company standing and shouting the 
name of Mr. Choate, who was thrice 


cheered. 

Mr. Choate, on rising to — received 
an ovation. ; 

The United States ambassador began jok- 
ingly, protesting that he was overwhelmed 
with embarrassment at being called upon to 
respond in priority to the lord chief justice. 

He felt that when the British lion was 
about to roar even- the American eagle 


should hold his peace. He was delighted, 
he said, to receive and accept the invita- 
tion to the banquet although he was not 
at liberty to discuss British commerce. His 
general instructions from his government 
were not to discuss politics, only at ex- 
traordinary festal occasions. (Laughter.) 
Choate Is Applauded. 
Continui Mr. Choate said: 
I have? felt, however, that I might 
properly avail myself of this first pub- 
lic occasion to express the appreciation 
of my countrymen for the forbearance, 
good will and friendship manifested to 
them so freely by the British people. It 
is true, gentlemen, that peace between 
the United States and Great Britain is 
the first interest of not only these two 
nations, but of the whole world. 

In expressing his gratitude for the cordial 
greéting he had received from all sorts and 
conditions of men since his arrival in Eng- 
laud, Mr. Choate said: 

“Everywhere I have been treated as a 
friend and ag the representative of your 
friends and brothers. Im fact, I have actu- 
ally discovered the open door, open to such 
an extent as would satisfy even the yearn- 
ings of the rear admiral who has made the 
circle of the globe in search of it. 

“TI think I may say as a testimony to the 
good feeling sought to be encouraged on 
our side of the water that the president 
gave the best illustration of it when he 
said, in°my letter of credence, that he re- 
lied with confidence wpon my constant én- 
deavor during my stayin Great Britain to 
promote thie interest and prosperity of both 
nations.’’ (Cheers and cries of ‘‘Bravo!’’) 

After another reference to the open door 
and the “‘enlarged sphere of influence which 
a cordial brotherhood hag opened up,”’ the 
ambassador continued: 


Continue To Be Rivals. 

“IT beg that you will not mistake my 
meaning. I do not believe that, although 
friends, wo shall ever cease to be rivals. In 
the future, as in the past, we on our side 
and you on yours, will still press every 
advamtage that can fairly be taken; but it 
shall be generous and loyal rivalry, and all 
questions, disputes and controversies aris- 
ing shall be settled by peaceful] means, by 
negotiations, by arbitration, by any and 
every possible means except war.’’ 

After pointing out that this was no new 
sentiment, Mr. Choate remarked: 

‘Wihile the last conflict between Great 
Britain and America failed to settle any 
of the great questions upon which either 
side took up arms—showing that between 
brethren war was the worst possible means 
of settling any controversy—yet, in the 
eighty-four years that have since elapsed, 
tremendous questions, heated words, threat- 
ening demonstrations which would inevit- 
ably have brought any other two nations 
into open and frequent ccnflict, have occur- 
red on either side, and all been arranged 
and adjusted without resort to arms.” 

Referring to the Venezuela imbroglio, he 
observed: 

“You know that on our side of the water 
we love occasionally to twist the lion’s 
tail for the mere sport of hearing him 
roar, (Laughter.) Well, that time he dis- 
appointed us. He did not roar at all. He 
Sat silent as the sphinx, and by dint of mu- 
tual forbearance, our sober second thought 
aiding your sober second thought, we 
avoided everything but a mere war of 
words.” / 

Alluding to the “satisfactory dispelling 
of the cloud between Russia and England 
over the Niu Chwang railway extension 
loan by means of peaceful diplomacy,” Mr. 
Choate said: 

“This is the kind of diplomacy which I, 
just entering upon a diplomatic career, de- 
sire very much to wWnderetand, for I am 
fresh enough to believe that if these two 
countries, laboring together for péace, 
unite their voices in demanding it, it is al- 
most sure in every case. (Cheers.) I 
would like to quote my president again, for 
the last words I heard him say were that 
the United States today was on better 
terms with every nation on the face of the 
earth than it had ever been before. (Cheers.) 

‘Now I have little more to say of my 
own country. (Cries of “‘Go on!’’) Our young 
republic had hard work during the past 
century to subdue the continent and to turn 
a wilderness into a smiling and wealthy 
garden. ‘But that business is now pretty 
well finished, afd so last year your brother 
Jonathan started out to see the world. He 
donned seven league, nay, seven hundred 
league boots, and planted his footsteps on 
the isles of the sea. And what gigantic 
strides he made—Hawali, then Manila, and 
another step, my Lord Charles, would have 
brought him to Hong Kong. Well, our 
interest and commerce differ only in degree, 
and it isl won't say, as Lord Charles 
Beresford did, by putting fleets side by 
side—but by @ common purpose and united 
voice for us to command peace for the 
mutual support of the commerce of th 
two countries,”’ 

After paying eloquent tributes to the late 
Baron Herschell and to Rudyard Kipling, 
Mr. Choate concluded as follows: 

“Gentlemen, we are almost one people. 
What I say ig let our voices always be 
lifted  tomeseer for the cause of human prog-

WASHED 


Trestles on Nearly All the Lines Washed Away---Only One Tran 
Arrived Yesterday and It Was Belated 


PART OF CITY 1S IN’ DANGER 


‘Fourth Ward Will Probably Be In-

CLOUDSURST I BIRMINGHAM, ALA. 


Storm Does Considerable Damage in 
That City—Heavy Rainfall in 
East Tennessee—Seven Inches 
of Rain in Twenty- 
Four Hours. 


Rome, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—Rome 
is becoming hemmed in by fast rising wa- 
ters. No trains reached there on any line 
till noon today, when the.south passenger 
came in from Chattanooga. A trestle and 
200 feet of ‘track washed out three miles 
belcw Rome and near the junction where 
the Georgia and Alabama division separate. 
The northbound vestibule waited at Lin- 
dale two hours and returned to Atlanta. A 
big force of hands got the track sufficiently 
repaired to get a train through at 9 o'clock 
tonight on the Georgia division. 

There were bad washouts in Selma line 
and trains did not get through until tonight. 

No trains are running on the Rome and 


Decatur, a large trestle being washed out | 
near Attalla. The Rome road connecting . 
Rome to the Western and Atlantic at | 


Kingston, has a trestle gone and no trains 
can go in that direction. 

Since Sunday night and up to 7 o'clock | 
this mornjng 4.39 inches of rain fell. 
twenty-four hours 3.50 inches fell here. At 
Resaca, on this Oostenaula, 2.20, at Canton 
3 inches. The Oostanaula rose seven feet in 
four hours this morning, but not so rapidly 
since.

Bridges and Mills Gone. 

Cartersville, Ga., 
Tere was a heavy rainfall in this locality 
last night which raised the water courses 
in the county and the overflows have dam- 
aged property in the county, it is estimated, 
$100,000 and over. -Numerous bridges on the 
creeks have been washed away besides a 
number of mills and much fencing and 
other property. The ‘Bufford ore mine rail- 
road, eighteen miles long, had every trestle 
on it washed away and much of its track 
dislocated. Pettit’s creek, which this road 
crosses and which runs by Cartersville, 
was higher than ever known and the dam- 
ages along its course are great. Mumford’s 
mill, situated on its banks, was washed 
away. Several bridges and the trestle of 
the Western and Atlantic ratlroad was 
washed out of place, so that trains were 
delayed here today unable to proceed 
northward. The passenger train on the 
East and West this morning struck the 
overflow in the bottoms of this creek and 
the water extinguished the fire of the en- 
gine. The train was forced to remain until 
the water receded. 

Tornado Near Montezuma. 

Montezuma, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—A 
terrible cyclone passed just south of this 
place about 11 o’clock today, doing consid- 
erable damage. Many houses and fences 
were blown down. The water tower of 
A. C. Felton, Sr., wae entirely destroyed, 
(Many thouses were unroofed in Oglethorpe, 
and it is reported that a negro’s back was 
broken on. Mr. T. R. McKenzie’s place just 
east of here. The direction of the storm 
was northeast. 


Abandoned All Traffic. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 15.—(Special.)— 
The heaviest continuous rainfail known at 

_this point for many years ‘was recorded. 
For the thirty-six hours, closed at 7 o’clock 
this morning, the local signa] office report- 
ed that since Monday evening at 7 o’clock 
7.64 inches of rain had fallen here. Fortu- 
nately the rain was not general throughout 
the east Tennessee watershed and the river 
at this station will not reach a higher 
point than thirty-seven feet. 

The effect of the h®avy downpour has 
been disastrous on railroad connections and 
none of the railroads entering the city have 
been able to deliver their trains on sched- 
wie time, the Chattanooga, Rome _ and 
Southern and Western and Atlantic having 
to abandon al! traffic today. 

- Om the Southern there were numerous 
Washouts and their passengers on the main

Regular Cyclone at Birmingham, Ala. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 15.—(Special.)— 

A terrific cyclone struck the towns of 
Avondale, Woodlawn and East Birming- 
tham, suburbs of Birmingham, ‘early this 
morning and did a large amount of dam- 
age. 
The storm, which had a path over fifty 
feet wide, started at the Sloss furnaces, 
just outside of the city limtts, taking off 
the roof of the stockhouse there. 

The Avondale cotton mill quarters was 
next visited and a negro church went down 
with a jarge laundry. 

The storm then followed a country road 
for five miles, tearing down houses, trees 
and fences. Fritchman’s pavilion was torn 
down and two other colored churches.

The Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railway had two 
bridges washed away and half mile of 
track. It will be impossible to get trains 
over in several days. 

Families living in the flatwoods, near 
Steele, Ala., were compelled to move out 
in boats from last night’s heavy rains. All 
trains are delayed. 

Last night’s water spout will cost Bto- 
wah county $50,000. The Chattanooga South- 
ern railway lost 450 feet of track. The 
Southern railway lost its trestle at Gads- 
den and considerable track between Gads- 
den and Rome. 


Heavy Rainfall in East Tennessee. 

Knoxville, Tenn., March 13. —(Special.)— 
The unprecedented rainfall during the past 
forty-eight hours has caused a terrible rise 
in the Hiwassee river, in this section. 
Charleston, Tenn., seventy miles west of 
this city, is threatened with being com- 
pletely flooded. About fifty’ families have 
already been @riven from their homes. The 
mills and wharf warehouses are completely 
submerged. 

The river gauge there at 6 o’clock shows 
twenty-eight feet above normal, with. the 
river rising at the rate of six Inches an 
hour.. The rainfal] during the past forty- 
eight hours was 7.21 inches. This is an un- 
pecedented record in Kast Tennessee, ac- 
cording to the local weather observer’s sta- 
tistics. Thousands of acres vf growing 
wheat are completely submergod and 
ruined. No estimate has yet been made as 
to the damage along the Hiawassee. 

The Tennessee river ig considerably swol- 
len, but no freshet is feared at this noint. 

Woodlawn Felt the Tornado. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 15.—The town of 
Woodlawn, near Birmingham, Ala., ‘was 
visited by a severe storm last night. A 
church and several dwellings were dam- 
aged.

Tifton, Ga., March 15.—(Special.)—Mr. G. 
W. Guest, while with a crowd of turpentine 
hands, superintending cuttam boxes for Mr. 
W. L. Fender, killed the monster rattle- 
snake of this section jast Gaturday.

Sixth Immunes Mustered Out. 

The Sixth United States volunteer regi- 
ment, otherwise known as the Sixth im- 
munes, recently returned from Porto Rico, 
is a thing of the past. Every man in the 
regiment was mustered out of the service 
of the United States today and paid off 
in full, The men were pal off by compa- 
nies and received about $125... That was 
the average for the privates and non-com- 
missioned officers. The railroad passenger 
agents have been busy all day hustling 
for this business, and the majority of the 
men left here to go to their homes to- 
night. Most of them who are in the regi- 
ment live in Kentucky and Tennessee, and 
the large part of them near Knoxville, 
Tenn., where they will be tendered a warm 
reception upon their arrival.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., March 15.—The Georgia yolunteer 
military of Macon is in bad shape. Of the 
four companies that were in active organi- 
zation and flourishing existence at the out- 
break of the Spanish-American war only 
one can be truly termed at the present 
time to be an effective company, and that 
is the Macon Volunteers. When the Span- 
ish-American war commenced there were 
four companies in Macon, to-wit: Macon 
Volunteers, G. C. Conner, Jr:, captain; 
Floyd Rifles, Blanton Wimberly, captain; 
Macon Hussars, P. G. R. Bell, captain; 
Macon Guards, fotfmerly Macon Ligtht In- 
fantry, J. E. P. Stevens, captain. These 
companies enlisted in the war as members 
of the First Georgia regiment of United 
States volunteers. They were mustered out 
some time ago, and none of them except 
the Macon volunteers have reorganized 
Since they were mustered out. 

The Macon Volunteers is one of the old- 
est and most historic companies in the 
south. It has ninety active members and 
is splendidly officered by young and efficient 
men, namely: Captain, G. C, Conner, Jr.; 
first lieutenant, Robert Hazlehurst; second 
lieutenant, Lawson Brown. 

The Floyd Rifles have not reorganized 
and it is not Known what the company 
intends to do. It is probable if the Rifles 
do not reorganize their company that the 
Macon Volunteers will seek to get the Ri- 
fies’ charter and transfer the company’s ef- 
fects to the Volunteers’ armory and organ- 
ize the company out of the large membDer- 
ship of the Macon Volunteers, but retain 
the old name of the Floyd Rifles. The Vol- 
unteers do not wish to see the Floyd Rifles 
disappear as a company, as they went to 


the civil war together and.have for many. 


long years been in the same battalion. 
The Rifles have a brilliant récord and it ig 
hoped the company will soon reorganize,

Tarkio, Mo., March 3.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—A millionaire farmer is clearly 
to be reckoned a sort of latter day miracle; 
all the more if he lives in Missouri, and 
farms all around, and all the year round. 

Tarkio, Atchison county, is his local 
habitation, David Rankin his name. To be 
etrictly accurate, the Hon. David Rankin: 
he has served more than one term in the 
state legislature. He owns and manages 
23,000 acres of land in Atchison county, 
worth from $0 to $100 per acre, and not in 
the market even at those figures. He has 
bought every acre of it since 1876, mostly 
from speculative eastern holders, who were 
gleeful at getting $6 to $10 an acre for 
their holdings, Lecause the railway, you see, 
had passed ‘them by. | 

It gives a new idea of magnificent west- 
ern distances to know that the Rankin 
lands are scattered over an area of forty- 
odd miles. Yet their owner visits them all 
every little while. He jives in a handsome 
house just outside the town of Tarkio. Five 
o'clock every fine morning finds him in his 
buggy, whirling to his main office as fast 
as a spanking span can carry him. He 
finds a confidential secretary awaiting him. 
A brief interval of talk, clear and pointed 
instructions, a few notes, mental and writ- 
ten, then he whips away for a round of 
maybe half a dozen of his fourteen farms 
before he thinks of turning his horses’ 
heads home. 

The farms run from 60 to 3,000 acres. To 
work them requires between 130 and 1530 
hands, 700 horses, more than 100 wagons, 
plows, harrows, planters, cultivators and 
seeders innumerable. Each ranch is in 
charge of a competent foreman, who gets 
$50 a month and board. Farm hands are 
pald $20 a montA& @nd board. Usually the 
- foreman’'s family runs the farm boarding 
house. Besides the various foremen there 
is a farm superintendent at a salary many 
a bank officia] might envy. It is question- 
able, however, if his best endeavors are 
worth as much as the eye of the master. 
Never Sells His Corn. 

All the land is arable, yet but little more 
than half goes yearly under plow. Perhaps 
2,000 acres are sown to wheat. The remain- 
der is planted in corn, and yields in aver- 
age years 800,000 bushels. Not a grain of 
it is sold until it has been transformed into 
fat stock. In addition to his own crop Mr. 
Rankin buys whatever corn his neighbors 
have to sell. He buys also their stalk 
fields, after the corn is gathered, and turns 
into them herds of cattle, to gather up their 
rich gleanings.

It is worth while to look a little into the 
genesis of this man, and his fortune. Phy- 
sically, he is tall, raw-boned, sinewy, with 
} keen blue eyes, a weather-beaten face, gray 

hair and beard. Primitive to a degree, yet 
without roughness. He knows life, knows 
men, yet. has never got far from the soil. 
It does not astonish you to find that he 
was as a young man, a follower and ar- 
dent admirer of Abraham Lincoln. Ife 
grew up in IHMinois, though he was born in 
Sullivan county, Indiana, May 28, 1825. The 
Rankins were of Scotch-Irish strain. 
David's father, a poor farmer, must have 
been something of a nomad. He moved 
many times between the Indiana home and 
the final settling in what is now Henderson 
county, Illinois. David quit the schools 
at the age of eleven, and set to work for 
his living.

|AMBRIGAN ADVANCE SMALLPOX RA 


SLOW BUT. CERTAIN 


Wheaton’s Brigade Clears Out Rebels 
hround Pasig. 


FILIPINOS FLEE QUITE EARLY 


Force of -2,000 of the Enemy Meet 
Crushing Defeat Near Pasig. 


ONE AMERICAN IS KILLED IN THE ATTACK 


Rebels Surrender to Washington Regi- 
ment at Taguig and Many Are 
Captured. 


Manila, March 15.—12:40 p. m.—General 
Wheaton’s brigade continues the work of 
clearing out the rebels around Pasig. The 
Washington volunteers have captured and 
burned Pateros, meeting with a sharp fire 
from the enemy while crossing the river. 

Today’s fighting was. like that of last 
week, the insurgents occasionally making 
a stand, but eventually fleeing. 

Their loss is supposed to have been small, 
as the Americans were unable to see the 
enemy in the thickets. 

The progress of the Americans’ advance 
is slow. 

4:40 p. m.—General Lloyd Wheaton, com- 
manding the United States flying column, 
attacked and defeated a force of 2,000 Fili- 
pinos at Pasig this afternoon, inflicting a 
heavy loss upon them. The American 
loss was slight. The Americans captured 
850 Filipinos. Many bodies of rebels killed 
in the engagement are floating down the 
river. 

6:55 p. m.—Private Fernoff, of company L, 
Twentieth regiment, was killed. 

Private Newman, company F, Twentieth 
regiment, wounded; Private Carroll, com- 
pany A, Twenty-second regiment, wound- 
ed; Private Marshall, company B, Twenty- 
second regiment, wcunded; Private Coombs 
company Ll, Twenty-second regiment, 
wounded. 

About 350 Filipinos surrendered at the 
town of Taguig to the Washington regi- 
ment, and 175 Filipinos were captured near 
the Pasig river by the Twentieth regiment. 

Our troops found 106 dead Filipinos and 
100 new graves near Pasig. 

The prisoners were unarmed, and, there- 


fore, it is presumed they executed their 
threat of throwing their arms into the 


river. 


BRITISH OFFICER PRAISES OTIS. 


Naval Official Tells of Stubborn Fight 
: of Americans. 

London, March 16.—The Daily Graphic 
publishes this. morning a letter from a 
British naval officer in Manila, under date 
of February 7th, describing the beginning 
of the fighting between the Americans and 
Filipinos, which, he says, was due to an 
attempt on the part of the latter to rush 
an American post. 

“The British officers,” he continues, ‘'were 
not allowed to land until-the day following 
the battle and were even then prohibited 
from going to the front, as on the battle- 
field I saw Filipino prisoners burying heaps 
of their dead. 

“It cannot for a moment be doubted that 
the Americans fought with gallantry and 
pluck, while the rebels, who were armed 
with Mausers and Remingtons, maintained 
a stubborn defense. Their dead bodies testi- 
fy to this. 

“It is also clear that the Filipinos were 
astounded and demoralized by the American 
tactics and the vigorous pursuit the Amer- 
icans kept up throughout the day, instead 
of following, as the Filipinos expected, the 
Spanish custom of midday rest.” 


TREATY TO BE RATIFIED AT ONCE 


Spanish Cabinet Decides To Agree Im- 
mediately to Treaty. 

Madrid, March 15.—The cabinet council 
this evening decided that the treaty of 
peace with the United States should be 
ratified immediately after the dissolution 
of the cortes, which will probably be de- 
creed tomorrow. 

The elections to the new chamber will 
be fixed for April 16th, and to the senate 
for April 30th, the new cortes to reassem- 
ble on May 2d.

SMALLPOX INSPECTOR 1S APPOINTED 


Compulsory Vaccination Over the En- 
tire State Is Threatened by the 
Authorities. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 15.—Smalipox con- 
tinues to spread in this state. Up to to- 
night ite appearance has been reported in 
twenty counties of the state. The latest 
cases reported are from Guilford, Moore 


and Warren. 

The counties in which cases have been re- 
ported to the state board of health are: 
Currituck, Pasquotank, Porquimans, Gates, 
Bertie, Tyrell, Edgecombe, Warren, Wayne, 
Johnston, Wake, Alamance, Guilford, Bun- 
combe, New Hanover, Northampton, Co- 
lumbus, Halifax, McDowell and Moore. 

So rapidly is the disease assuming the 
proportions of an epidemic that the state 
board of health has appointed a smallpox 
inspector. 

Dr. Henry F. Long, who successfully 
treated seventy-five cases in Iredell coun- 
ty last summer, was eelected. He will vis- 
it infected districts, compel quarantine of 
patients and direct their treatment. 

He began service this morning, going first 
to Warrenton. From there he will go 
to Burlington. The disease is worse at 
these points than anywhere else. It is es- 
pecially bad among the mill operatives at 
Burlington. Compulsory vaccination in the 
town and county has been resorted to. 

At Greensboro the authorities have given 
the’ people three days’ notice to be vac- 
cinated, and failure to comply with the 
ordinance will subject the offender to $20 


fine. 

There is one case in. Wilmington, and it is 
rigidly isolated. 

The town of Clinton, in Sampson county, 
has quarantined against Wilmington and 
Norfolk: 

The greatest fear prevails in infected dis- 
tricts ag to extent and fatality of the dis- 
ease, and this is one of the reasons that 
induced the board of health to appoint an 
inspector. : 

Unless the epidemic is speedily checked, 
compulsory vaccination will be ordered over 
the entire state, 


SMALLPOX TO BE STAMPED OUT. 


Texas Legislature Comes to the Aid of 
Laredo Citizens. 

Austin, Tex., March 15.—The Texas 
legislature today passed a bill upon special 
request of Governor Sayers making an ap- 
propriation of $2,000 to be used by the state 
health officials in suppressing the prevail- 
ence of smallpox at Laredo. 

It is reported here that there are now 500 
people sick in bed in“Laredo 4s victims of 
the smallpox. 

The state health officer will take charge 
at once and institute drastic measures to 
relieve Laredo of the disease. 


EPIDEMIC REACHES VIRGINIA. 


Large Number of Smallpox Cases Re- 
ported in Eastern Part of State. 
Richmond, Va., March 15.—There are a 
good many cases of smallpox scattered 
through the eastern part of the state; but 
the: disease is of a mild type. Deaths are 

rare. 

In a few counties it has been not deemed 
wise to hold the courts this month. Prison- 
ers from communities where the disease 
prevails are not being brought to the pen- 
itentiary here, lest it should be introduced 
in the prison, and this policy has been 
entirely successful.

~ Sustains Palmer's Vote

Judge Stated In Decision That Others 
Would Have Been Disqualified. 
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A SUPERSEDES ASKED FOR IS REFUSED 


Case of Woods White Against Consoli- 
dated Will Be Taken to Supreme 
Court and in the Meantime 
Work on Chert Road 
Will Begin. 


The position held by Judge Palmer, chair- 
man of the county board, on his disquali- 
fication to vote on the Consolidated's peti- 
tion asking for a franchise, was sustained 
by Judge Candler yesterday morning when 
the latter announced his decision in the 
case of Woods White against the Consoli- 
dated and denied the injunction. 

Judge Candler went further and refused 
to grant a supersedeas to prevent work 
on the chert road while the case was be- 
ing heard in the supreme court, where the 
attorneys for the plaintiff announced they 
would take it for final adjudication. 

Several questions were decided by Judge 
Candler. The qualification of Judge 
Palmer was one; the abuse of discretion by 
the county board another, and the charter 
right of the Consolidated to extend its 
line over the chert road the third. In 
these Judge Candler decided in favor of 
the Consolidated and the county board. 

The decision of Judge Candler settles a 
question that has created a very great in- 
terest in all parts of the county, namely, 
the qualification of Judge Palmer, he be- 
ing a stockholder and a director in the 
Consolidated company, to vote on the peti- 
tion of the latter company asking for a 
franchise. 

At the time the first petition was pre- 
sented by the Consolidated Judge Palmer 
was a director and stockholder. Before 
the petition came up for a final vote be- 
fore the board he sold his stock and resign- 
ed as a director. Later another petition 
Was presented upon which Judge Palmer 
voted, and had it not been for his vote 
the franchise would not have been granted. 

Several sessions of the board were held 
before the petition was finally acted upon, 
and in these meetings Judge Palmer held 
that he was qualified. The opinion of the 
county attorney was asked on the first 
petition, and regarding this he said’ he 
‘thought Mr. Palmer was disqualified. On 
the second petition he did not make a de- 


cision. 

Judge Candler, in denying the injunc- 
tion, decided the question to Judge 
Palmer’s qualification on the second peti- 
tion, as the first Was not a part of the 
hearing of the case. 

The hearing began yesterday morning at 
9 o'clock. Mr. Willingham and County At- 
torney Rosser finished their arguments 
the afternoon of the day before. John B. 
Goodwin, representing the Consolidated, 
made his argument yesterday morning and 
was followed in a closing argument by Mr. 
Willingham. 

Judge Candler insisted on having the 
question as to whether the board of county 
commissioners in granting the franchise 
to the Consolidated were acting in a ju- 
dicial or legislative capacity argued. Colovo- 
nel Goodwin argued the functions of the 
county board very thoroughly and was 
prepared to read authorities which Judge 
Candler said he was familiar with and 
would not employ the time of the court 
in hearing. He said he wantea to near 
from the plaintiff regarding the capacity 
in which the county board Wae acting in 
granting the franchise. 

Mr. Willingham held that the board was 
clearly exercising a judicial function. Colo- 
nel Goodwin had previously said there were 
ne witnesses summoned, nor rules of evi- 
dence enforced, nor anything done that -is 
usually carried on in a court hearing. 

The argument by the attorneys consumed 
considerable time. Judge Candler made his 
decision as soon as the attorneys con- 
cluded. 

Regarding the question of abuse of dis- 
cretion, which it was claimed in the peti- 
tion of the plaintiff, that the commissioners 
had committed in granting the franchise, 
Judge Candler said that the city of At- 
lanta had- granted a franchise along the 
chert road within its limits, and that the 
city Of Oakland had granted a franchise 
within the limits of its jurisdiction, ‘and 
' only @ short distance remained over which 
the county commissioners have control. 
.He thought it was proper that the com- 
missioners should have granted the right. 
The questions as to the charter right of 
the Consolidated to extend its line was 
decided at a previous hearing.

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MATTER OF RENTAL 
CONFRONTS FAIR 


Arrangements for Grounds and Buildings 
Prove Stumbling Block. 


Premium List and Other Matters at a 
Standstill. 


INTERESTED PARTIES SAY 


WHAT - THE 


Pieimont Exposition Company and 
Exposition Park Company Give 
Their Side of the Story. 


‘As intimated in The Constitution of yes- 
terday, the question of grounds and build- 
ings is proving 2 temporary stumbling 
block im the way of the executive commit- 
tee of the state fair. Until this matter is 
settled one way cr another, the fair com- 
mittee is powerless to give a difinite answer 
to any of the numerous queries which are 
daily coming in concerning the matter of 
space. The publication of the premium 
list will also have to be held in abeyance 
pending the settlement of the question. 

Briefly stated, the question now confront- 
ing the fair committee is as follows: 

The Piedmont grounds and buildings are 
the only ones in the city available for 
holding the fair. When the question of 
holding the fair in Atlanta was first 
broached it was tacitly understood that 
these buildings would be used, although 
nothing concerning the matter was said 
at the joint meeting of the State Agricul- 
tural Society and the Atlanta committee. 

The grounds at Piedmont park are the 
property of the Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany, while the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition buildings are owned by 
the Exposition Park Company, better 
known as. the Atlanta Amusement Com- 
pany. For the use of the grounds the Ex- 
position Park Company pays the Piedmont 
Exposition Company a yearly rental of 
$2,750. The Piedmont Exposition Company 
in turn is paying $3,500 a year on its bonded 
indebtedness, besides taxes, 

When the first preliminary steps were 
being taken looking to holding the state fair 
in Atlanta a committee composed of Messrs. 
H. H. Cabaniss, W. A. Hemphill and Jo- 
seph Thompson had a consultation with a 
committee of the Exposition Park Compa- 
ny, looking to renting the grounds for the 
two weeks that the exposition would be in 
progress. At the meeting E,; C. Peters, 
chairman of the Exposition Park Company, 
submitted a proposition in which he pro- 
posed that the state fair committee be al- 
lowed the use of the grounds provided it 
would pay the yearly rental of $2,730. He 
also stated that if the Piedmont Exposition 
Company could be induced to reduce the 
rent, say, $1,000 for the year, the fair 
committee could have the grounds for that 
much less. 

The question of where the fair would be 
held having not been decided at that time, 
the committee did hot, of. course, enter 
into any formal contract or agreement. 

It now appears that the Piedmont Expo- 
sition Company refuses to reduce the rent, 
and in consequence the Exposition Park 
Company is holding out for $2,750 for the 
two weeks’ use of the grounds. Chairman 
Northen and the members of ‘the fair com- 
mittee generally regard this figure as pro- 
hibitive. They say that they would be will- 
ing to pay any reasonable sum for the use 
of the grounds and buildings, but claim that 
in view of the fact thata large amount of 
money will have to be spent on the grounds 
and bufidings before they can be utilized the 
amount asked is extortionate. 

A meeting of the board of directors of the 
Piedmont Exposition Company was held 
in the office. of J. J. Spalding yesterday 
to discuss the matter of reducing the rent. 
Those present were J. J. Spalding, B. F. 
Walker, Joseph Kingsbery and Josepna 
Thompson. H. H. Cabaniss, of the fair 
committee, was also present. The question 
was discussed thoroughly and it was finally 
decided that no reduction of the rent would 
be made. 

Mr. Spalding Talks. 

After the meeting Mr. Spalding was seen 
and asked concerning the Piedmont Expo- 
sition Company’s action.

"half of this year’s rent. When we entered 
into an agreement with them the matter 
of rent was not contingent on expositions or 
anything else, nor is it now. They bought 
the building and rented the grounds from 
us because they thought it would be a mon-

These post- 
ponements, however, have their compen- 
sation in the fact that each covers a 
shorter period than the preceding one. 
For instance, the first postponement cov- 
ered a period of ten years; the next, 
three years; the third, two years. Then 
the periods became short enough to be 
marked by months, and now, the last 
postponement is for ten days. 

This is very gratifying. It shows 
that there must come a time in the near 
future when a postponement wil! not be 
necessary, when the representatives of 
the state, the city and the railways will 
meet together and settle the question on 
a basig that will be equitable to all the 
interests involved. Major Thomas says 
that the roads have reached an agree- 
ment on one proposition, namely, that 
Atlanta needs a new passenger station.

Although 
fought.under my preparation and in- 
structions, my absence on: duty for the 
moment devolved command upon Rear 
Admiral Schley, whose heroic work de- 
serves the greatest reward in power of 
the government to bestow”’—suppose, 
for instance, that Sampson had been 
great enough to have written such & 
report as this, is there any power on 
earth that could have prevented congress 
from creating for him the rank of vice 
admiral? Not even the most enthusi- 
astic friend of Schley could -have 
stemmed the torrent, and Schley him- 
self would have insisted upon such rec- 
ognition of his commander.

| JOHN THOMAS GLENN 
AND HIS CHARACTERISTICS 


Only last Saturday the Hon. John T. 
Glenn met me on Forsyth street and gave 
me a cordial invitation to visit his new 
office. 

‘He was apparently in the best of health 
and spirits, and no one would have dream- 
ed that in the course of the next forty- 
eight hours his summons would come ‘to 
join that endless procession which is al- 
ways crossing the river never to return. 

The announcement of his sudden death 
was a tremendous shock to thousands of 
our citizens, and it grieved me beyond ex- 
pression, 


oe 


We old-timers always loved Tom Glenn. 
He was 6o bright and genial and big-heart- 
ed that nobody ever met him without lik- 
ing him. 

I was a small boy when I first saw him, 
but his good humor and personal magnet- 
ism captured me, and from that day to this 
I have been his warm friend and admirer. 

During the war period I lost sight. of 
him, but it was well known to our people 
that he was doing his duty at the front. 

Shortly after the surrender he returned 
to Atlanta, and before many of his friends 
had heard of his intentions, he had finish- 
ed his course of legal studies and was ad- 
mitted to the bar, after a highly creditable 
examination. 


After this. we renewed our acquaintance, 
and it gratified me exceedingly to find an 
accomplished lawyer like John L. Hopkins 
singling out the young barrister as a man 
who was bound to make his way to the 
front. 

At that time Hopkins had not made fame 
as a fearless and upright judge. He was 
a lawyer with a fine practice, and when 
he was very busy he frequently turned over 
some of his cases to the youngster who 
had attracted his favorable attention, 

Glenn managed the business extended to 
him so satisfactorily that a few years 
later he became the law partner of Judge 
Hopkins, and the firm was one of the 
Strongest in Georgia. 

It was a singular partnership, so strang- 
ers thought; but these two men understood 
each other. Hopkins, always the victim of 
ill-health, stern and unbending, with al- 
most pessimistic views of life, found in 
Glenn a wholesome tonic—a companion 
whose cheerful opinions and judgments, 
combined with his never-failing good hu- 
mor, brightened and sweetened the dull, 
daily round of a lawyer’s existence. 


Before entering this partnership Mr. 
Glenn had distinguished himself as the 
solicitor generai of this circuit. In this 
difficult position he acquitted himself splen- 
didly, and while he was a terror to evil- 
doers, his vigorous methods were so pub- 
lic-spirited and utterly devoid of malice and 
selfishness, that even those who were con- 
demned as the rsult of his efforts bore him 
no ill will. 

But he made his real reputation as a law- 
yer after leaving the solicitor’s office. With 
Judge Hopkins, and also with his recent 
partners, he easily held his own in the 
front rank. of his profession. 

His success shows the inestimable value 
of that wonderful quality or faculty known 
as common sense. 

Always clear-headed, with the ability to 
quickly grasp the questions before him, 
he never tried to be eloquent, sensational 
or spectacular. Like that great English 
advocate, Sir James Scarlett, he seemed to 
take juries into his confidence. He ad- 
dressed them in a familiar, conversational 
style, and his illustrations and anecdotes 
made his speeches popular and effective. 
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His education and the hereditary talent 
of an illustrious family would have made 
it easy for him to pose as an orator or as 
a politician in & conspicuous role, but he 
was naturally modest, unselfish and kind- 
hearted, and the was unwilling to allow him- 
self to be pushed forward for the highest 
honors of public life. 

As one of Atlanta’s mayors, he gave the 
city a stainless and a helpful administra- 
tion, and his fellow citizens would have 
gladly recalled him, 

In common with many of the greatest 
lawyers, he cared nothing for technical 
points, If the could not win a case upon 
some controlling: and well-established prin- 
ciple, he preferred to lose it or have nothing 
to do with it. 

He was very much like his famous uncle, 
Howell Cobb, in many respects. Like his 
uncle, he was privileged to say odd, start- 
ling and humorous things before any court 
or in any circle, and nobody thought of tak- 
ing offense. 

Dozens of times I have heard prominent 
lawyers make pretentious and bombastic 
speeches,. evidently impressing juries and 
spectators, but when Glenn replied in his 
humorous and common-sense fashion, the 
eloquent speakers on the other side quietly 
retired from the courtroom, unable to stand 
the smiling glances aimed in their direc- 
tion. ; 

Tom Glenn never wanted to gain a case 
unless he was on the right side. Tender- 
hearted as a child, he could not stand the 
spectacle of human suffering, and even the 
newsboys and lightwood peddlers were his 
devoted friends, i 

If he had been in the slightest degree 
Selfish or ambitious he would have reached 
some of the highest offices in the republic. 
But he preferred a quiet and successful 
professional career to the excitement of po- 
litical life. 

I do not need to remind Atlantians that 
their old friend who went to his last rest- 
ing place yesterday was always the self- 
sacrificing champion of*our city. In hun- 
_dreds of ways, from his boyhood to the 
very last, he gave his best thought and his 
resources to the development and upbuild- 
ing of our metropolis. 

In and out of office he was a model citi- 
zen—a brainy, big-hearted man who never 
failed to respond when his friends or the 
community needed his services or a share 
of his means. 

He died in his prime, leaving a fragrant 
memory behind him, and it will be many 
long years before these who knew him 
will forget this golden-hearted gentleman— 
one of the last of a noble race—one who 
made the world better and brighter by 
living in it.

That 
was the Rev. F. C. Baldwin, pastor of 
the Methodist church in Paterson, The 
meeting was a private one, and all except 
Methodist ministers were rigidly excladed. 
The fame of the discussion and Dr. Cad- 
man’s daring utterances had spread, and 
the assembly room in the great building 
at No. 150 Fifth avenue was crowded to 
the doors. Bishop Edward G. Andrews 
was there early, as also was the Rev. Dr. 
Cadman. Many laymen were at the doors 
but were told the meeting was secret, and 
intende@d for Methodist ministers only. 
Among those who were not permitted to 
enter. were such prominent men as the 
president of a great financial institution, 
the owner of one of the largest systems of 
confectionery stores in the city, and men 
well known financially and socially. When 
the meeting was called to order the Rev. 
Dr. Leonard, the clerk of the session, called 
the roll. Then it was discovered that sev- 
eral laymen had wandered in without the 
doorkeeper’s knowledge. 

“It is requested,” said the secretary, 
“that all except Methodist preachers en- 
titled to the privilege of attending this 
meeting will please withdraw.” 

The laymen promptly rose and withdrew. 
Then the Rev. Dr. Bradford P. Raymond, 
president of Wesleyan university, of Mid- 
dletown, Conn., was called upon to read 
his paper on ‘Bible Criticism.” 
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“I object to these proceedings going on,” 
said a minister, rising in his seat. 

The secretary recognized the Rev. F. C. 
‘Baldwin, pastor of the Paterson Methodist 
church. The minister evidently was great- 
ly agitated. “A man has sneaked in here,” 
he said loudly, “who is not entitled to the 
courtesy. I demand that he be expelled.” 

‘‘Who is he?” asked the clerk. 

“He refuses to retire,’’ continued the min- 
ister, angrily, ‘‘when we call upon all but 
Methodist ministers to do so.’’ 

By this time almost the entire assemblage 
was on its feet, and necks were craned 
toward the place the speaker's finger 
pointed. The pounding of the chairman's 
gavel could not down cries of ‘“‘Who is 
he?” “Put him out,’ “Throw him out;’’ 
from different parts of the room. 

‘‘There he is,’’ said the Rev. Mr. Bald- 
din, pointing to a stockily built man who 
occupied a seat toward the rear of the 
room. ‘He is the Rev. Mr. Gallaway, of 
Paterson, a Presbyterian preacher. He has 
no right here and he knows it. He must 
get out.” 

“Put him out!’ “Put him out!’”’ were the 
cries from all sides. There were loud calls 
for the doorman, and hisses continual. 
Ministers on elther side of the Rey. Mr. 
Gallaway, believing the remarks were in- 
tended for them, loudly denied that they 
were not Methodist ministers and said they 
had not “sneaked in.” 

Then the Presbyterian minister from 
Paterson rose to his feet and said he wisn- 
ed to be heard. ‘He held papers in his 
hand, evidently a speech he intended to 
deliver. , 

“The Rev. Mr. Cadman—” he began, but 
his voice was drowned in a volley of ap- 
plause for Dr. Cadman. Again he tried to 
be heard, but his voice was drowned in 
hisses. He waved his papers frantically, 
but it was useless. He was steadily shoved 
toward the door. 

What happened then is not clear. The 
aisles were blocked, there not being seats 
enough for those present, and it was said 
the dignified Presbyterian minister was 
passed along from one pair of arms to the 
Other until he reached the door, amid a 
storm of hisses and cries of “Put him out; 
put him out!’ He reached the hallway in 
a decidedly ruffled condition, and after a 
hearty laugh the meeting again settled 
down to business.

AAE WAITING FOR MVDANIEL'S PLANS 


He Says He Can Put Up a Building 
with Eleven Tracks and Not De- 
press Any Street Crossings.

The union passenger station problem is 
now up to the city council. 

Before they do much, the railroads want 
to know if the city will make certain con- 
cessions. One thing which appears to be 
required is the lowering of the grade on 
Whitehall, and. possibly on Pryor street, at 
the railroad crossings. 

Engineers differ widely on that propost- 
tion, but if the grades have to be depressed, 
the roads wish to know if the city will con- 
sent. 

That question was submitted to the city 
council by a committee of railway offic’als 
an@ the council referred the matter to the 

committee of electric and other railways, 
7 with the mayor and the city engineer added 
thereto. 

Just what this joint conference will have 
before it no one can tell now. At yester- 
day’s meeting it seemed to be taken for 
gTanted that the only plans were those of 
Bradford lL. Gilbert, but there may be 
others, 
vated tracks at a grade of 1 per c2nt, which 
the roads said was the maximum. Captain 
Clayton, the city engineer, calculated that 
the depression would not exceed five feet 
and that would make the grade on White- 
hall from the lowest point to the top at 
Alabama street, just about the same that 
it is now. 

That was figuring that the roads would 
start to elevate their tracks at some @is- 
tance west of Forsyth’ street. 
day’s meeting of the council, President 
George C. Smith, the spokesman for the 
roads, stated that they could not consent 
to starting to elevate the tracks west of 
Forsyth street bridge. The bridge is as far 
back as the roads would go, he said, That 
would call for a still greater depression 
according to Mr. Gilbert’s plans. 

Henry ‘McDaniel, who also hag plans, says 
that he can give the roads a grade not ex- 
ceeding 1 per cent and scarcely lower 
Whitehall at all. He also told the railway 


officials that he could put up a station with | 


eleven tracks in it and he figured that the 
entire terminal could be wonstriucted for 
$250,000. 

His @rawings had not arrived yesterday. 
Some of the railway officers, spe»king of 
Mr. Daniel’s plans, said that if he could 
dé what he claimed to bé able to do, the 
enigneering difficulties would pe greatly 
simplified and that he would probably get 
the award. 

So far the roads have accepted nothing.

They wish time in which to investigate all 
the details thoroughly. Mr. Gilbert’s plans 
made a very favorable impression on some 
of the executive officers, but others did 
not think eight tracks would be sufficient 
for handling trains. Eleven would be much 
more to their liking, allowing necessary 
Space between the platforms for the pas- 
sengers. 

No maximum amount of money ras been 
determined wpon by the roads for the uild- 
ing and improvements, but they do not 
want to spend injudiciously. They might 
go to $500,000, if a less sum would not do 
the work. It does not seem to he the 
amount involved, so much as the room to be 
secured, the grade of the approaches and 
the duration of their interest in tne im- 
provements. Before the roads would under- 
take to build a station on the state’s prop- 
erty they would ask for a lease of much 
more than twenty-one years, the term for 
which the present least has yet to run. 
Major Thomas, president of the lessee com- 
pany, suggested a lease of ninety-nine years 
by the state to a terminal company. That 
may be longer than the state would grant, 
but a compromise could perhaps be ar- 
ranged. 

Colonel L. N. Trammell, chairman of the 
state railroad commission, suggests that the 
state ought to build a passenger station on 
the present site or somewhere on Its prop- 
erty, and rent the building to the roads 
using it.. The state could well afford to do 
{t, he says. Money could be borrowed by 
the state at 3% per cent and the rentals 
would run up to possibly 10 per cent. His 
idea is for the state to go ahead and build 
on the most practicable plans. if some 
streets have to be depressed, depress them, 
and if there are to be suits for damages, 
let them come and let the state pay what- 
ever damages are awarded against it. 

Colonel Trammell thinks that the lessee of 
the state road would be willing to erect the 
building, if the cost was deducted from the 
rental toward the end of the lease. One 
year’s rental amounts to $420,000, a sum 
large enough to pay for a handsome and 
commodious station, one which would be 
an ornament to the city and which would 
greatly enhance the value of the ctate’s 

roperty. 
gs ed of the Western and Atlantic 
controls the situation so_far as the pres- 
ent site is concerned. That is, no plan 
can be carried out unless it is fully indorsed 
by Major J. W. Thomas. He has not come 
to a decision om any set of plans, and it 
is hard to say which plan he really pre- 
fers of all which have been submitted. 
Vice President Gannon, of the Southern, 
favored Mr. Gilbert’s plans. T. K. Scott, 
of the Georgia, and Mr. Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point, were rather non- 
committal. J. M. Egan, vice president of 
the Central, favors the plans prepared py 
Bruce & Morgan for a station at the cor- 
ner of Forsyth and Alabama streets. 

All the representatives of the roads were 
anxious to see the plans described by Mr. 
McDaniel. The plans made by Grant Wil- 
kins did not include an estimate of the 
cost and the reads wanted to know what 
the expense would be of each set. 

For Speedy Action. 

‘The city councilmen were decidedly in 
favor of taking up the problem at ence 
and giving the roads a definite answet in 
regard to how much depression would be’ 
acceptable at the Whitehall -street cross-~ 
ing. The roads were represented at the 
conference by Mr. Smith, of the Atlanta 
and West Point; C. E. Harman, of ihe 
Western and Atlantic, and J. S. B. Thomp- 
son, of the Southern railway. Mr. Smith 
was the spokesman. He was @sked to state 
what he desired of the council, and he 
said that a number of plans had been 
presented to the roads by engineers. These 
plans involved the lowering of the street 
‘gractes at Whitehall ana Pryor. Just how 
much the grade would have to be lowered 
he could not say. That could be deter- 
mined later in conference with the council 
and the engineers. Concessions would be 
necessary on the part of the city if it 
was desired to have a new union station 
on the present site. If the city would not 
consent to changes in the street grades

The roads are in earnest and are in good 
faith trying to solve the problem. If the 
city would co-operate, the solution would 
be hastened. 

Councilman Hammond argued thet the 
city ought not to take any action at pres- 
ent, but should request the roads to first 
go to the state’s board, created by the 
general assembly, and learn what conces- 
sions the state would make. And he did 
not think the board had the power to-make 
the concessions which the roads desired 
from the state. He objected to any action 
by the city at present looking to a definite 
answer to the roads. 

Mr. Smigh, replying, said that it would 
be a mistake for the city to refuse to co- 
operate. The city had asked the railroad 


commission to require the roads to build | 


a new passenger station. The roads were 
confronted with certain engineering dif- 
ficulties in which the city was interested. 
If the city declined to co-operate, it would 
be’ making a mistake. 

Councilmen Thompson, Mayson, Pope and 
Rice took part in the discussion. Messrs. 
Rice, Pope and Thompson insisted that it 
was time for the city to act. Mr. Mayson 
wanted council to instruct the city at- 
torney to go back to the railroad commis- 
sion and again ask that body to order the 
roads to go ahead and give Atlanta ade- 
quate accommodations for her passenger 
travel. 

Mr. Pope’s resolution referring the sub- 


ject to the committee on electric and other 


railways, with Mayor Woodward and the 
city engineer added, was adopted and a 
conference will be held within the next few 
days. 


Mr. McDaniel’s Plans. 

Owing to an underestimate given to the 
State railroad commission on Tuesday it 
Was stated in yesterday’s Constitution that 
the plans for a new union depot submitted 
by ‘H. T. McDaniel, of Cincinnati, called 
for an expenditure of only $150,000. The 
figures should have been $250,000. 

Of the three sets of plans submitted Mr. 
MeDaniel’s are the only ons providing 
eleven tracks, and regarding the plans and 
estimates he has the following to say: 

“The estimate of my plans,” said he, 
“call for an expenditure of $250,000 net, and 
One of the ibest features is the fact that 
absolutely no damage will be done to the 
property on either side of the proposed 
depot. It was thought at the beginning 
that great dissatisfaction would arise if it 
was proposed to make any changes in the 
present grades of the crossings of White- 
hall, Pryor and Loyd streets and these 
plans were made to escape such objections. 

“The structure proper wil] begin at the 
east side of the Whitehall crossing and will 
extend to the west side of the Loyd street 
crossing. The grade of the streets crossing 
the present tracks will not be altered ex- 
cept to lower the level about two feet on 
the right of way at the three crossings to 
give sufficient room for wagons to pass 
under the track viaduct. 

“The tracks. entering the shed will be on 
a grade of only 1 per cent and the only 
change that will be made in the Broad 
Street bridge to allow trains to run under 
will be a slight raising of the floor and the 
present trusses will remain as they are. 
Four tracks will lead to the shed and once 
inside there will be seven ‘through’ and 
four ‘stub’ tracks, which will be sufficient 
accommodation. All the necessary depart- 
ments of the depot will be on thé street 
level and in the part extending from 
Pryor to ‘Loyd streets. The cars will be 
reached by stairways leading up to plat- 
forms ‘between the tracks. 

“When I drew’ the original plans the 
grade was estimated at 1% per cent, but 
this was made with the belief that the old 
freight depot which stood west of the For- 
syth street bridge was still standing. On 
arriving in Atlanta and finding that that 
obstruction had been removed it was a 
Simple and easy matter to reduce the 
grade to only 1 per cent, which would over- 
come many objections to the grade fea- 
ture of the plans. The structure proper 
wil] be 630 feet in length and 150 feet in 
average width and will combine beauty 
and strength.”’ 

rhe situation is tery much complicated 
and no one can tell what the result will be. 
It will take concessions, however, by the 
city, state and the roads to get a station 
On the old site. The roads are not going 
to spend $250,000 or any other large sum in 
erecting a building there if jt is to revert 
to the state at the expiration of the pres- 
ent lease. Again, some of the roads are 
very much in doubt about the wisdom of 
attempting to erect a station on such a 
narrow site. They hold that it would be 
mu@h cheaper to erect a building else- 
where now than to wait ten or twenty 
years and then have to do it.

Cily Committee n¢l ts 


Determined To Was No Time in Deciding the Depot Matter, the 


First Meeting Last Night, 


ALL BUT TWO WERE PRESENT

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Mr, Gilbert Carefully Explained His 
Drawings to the Solons,

OFFICIALS WERE GREATLY PLEASED 


Will Hold Another Meeting To Confer 
with the Railroads Tomorrow. 
Members Believe the City 
Should Act on Sugges- 
tion of Roads. 


——————— 


The city authorities are evidently in 
earnest relative to the solution of the new 
depot problem. The committee on electric 
and other railroads, of which Councilman 
Burns is chairman, and to which was re- 
ferred the depot matter. at the special 
meeting of city council yesterday morn- 
ing, held its first meeting at the Kimball 
house last night in the apartments of 
Architect Bradford Gilbert. 

Realizing that the question of time is of 
great importance at this juncture, and that 
the city must notify the railroads what 
she is willing to do in the matter, Chair- 
man Burns has determined to settle the 
Question as quickly as possible. The first 
thing for the committee to do is to be- 
come familiar with the plans submitted by 
the architects, and it was for the purpose 
of examining the drawings of Mr. Gilbert 
that the committee assembled in his apart- 
ments last night. 

The committee consists of Messrs. Burns, 
Thomson, Rice, Mayson and LaHatte. All 
were present except Messrs. Thomson and 
Mayson. The committeemen spent about 
two hours in looking over the plans, and 
all expressed themselves as being well 
please@ with them. Architect Gilbert ex- 
plained every detail of his drawings, and 
not a single objection was expressed by 
any of the city officials. 

Mayor Woodward, Councilmen Pope, Roy 
and Dozier and City Engineer Clayton 
dropped in during thé session, and took 
much interest in the examination of the 
plans. 

While no decided action was taken, yet 
it seems to be the sentiment of the com- 
mittee that it is the duty of the city to say 
what concessions it is willing to make be- 
fore the roads go to the state. This point 
was argued considerably at the special 
council meeting yesterday morning. Chair- 
man Burns is outspoken in favor of this 
move, believing that it would be impossible 
for the roads to estimate what sort of a 
station they could erect or where to locate 
it unless the city intimated what it was 
willing to-do relative to its streets and 
grade crossings. This is why the state 
commission suggested to the railroad man- 
agers, according to President Smith, that 
the roads go to the city to find out if it 
would be willing to reduce its grades on 
Whitehall and Pryor streets, 
Committeemen Ask Many Questions. 

Architect Gilbert was kept busy answer- 
ing numerous questions during last night's 
meeting, the majority of which concerned 
the proposed gradés ong Wihtehall and 
Pryor streets. The architect stated that, 
as the roads had positivély refused any 
more than -a 1 per cent grade for their 
tracks on the approach to the/ depot, it 
would be almost impossible to avoid lower- 
ing Whitehall street less than five feet. 
He stated, however, that it all depended 
on where the elevated tracks started—that 
some arrangement might be made whereby 
the grade would only be 1 per cent on the 
approach and a reduction of only four feet 
on Whitehall street. In any case, the 
clearance under the viaduct at the thor- 
oughfare would be eleven feet, which the 
committee decided was adequate. 

Councilman LaHattee brought up the 
question of turning from the Peachtree 
grade into Wall street, which will not be 
changed. Mr. Gilbert stated that a suffi- 
cient portion of the street at the north- 
eastern corner of Wall and Peachtree 
streets would be left on the same level as 
at present, so as to allow vehicles to drive 
into Wall from Peachtree street, leaving 
sufficient space for the Peachtree ap- 
proach under the viaduct going south. 

Several of the councilmen asked concern- 
ing the external appearance of the pro- 
posed depot, stating that with the shed 
higher than the office portion, the struc- 
ture might not present a handsome ex- 
terior, Mr. Gilbert stated that it was im- 
possible to gain an eXact idea of the ap- 
pearance of the building from the draw- 
ings. He said that the building would be 
striking in appearance; that the shed being 
higher than the office part would not de- 
tract, and that the construction would be 
s0 that another, stofy migh be erected if 
desired, which he admitted would add con- 
siderable to the general appearance. 

The committeemen appeared to be espe- 
cially pleased with the plang of the inte- 
rior. Mr. Gilbert showed the different stair- 
ways ftom the waiting rooms and hall- 
Ways on the first floor to the trains above, 
the steps for passengers going in and com- 
ing out, the elevators for freight and bag- 
gage, the splendid arrangement whereby it 
would not be necessary to cross tracks in 
order to reach trains; how a private party— 
the president’s, for instance—might alight 
from its train without coming in contact 
with the public; how an eight-track station 
with length sufficient to accommodate 
trains of fourteen Pullman sleepers, with 
trains leaving in both directions, would 
virtually be equal to a much larger number 
of tracks were all the trains to leave in 


| with as much depot space as was provided 


for in his drawings. He suggested that all 
the suburban trains might have a station 
just west of Whjtehall etreet, which would 
be of more convenience to the passengers. 

Owing to the large amount of business to 
be transacted by the various council com- 
mittees today, Councilman Burns will not 
call a meeting of the electric and other 
railroads committee for a conference with 
the railroad authorities until tomorrow. 

What the Committeemen Say. 

Following are the expressions :of the 
members of the railroad committee last 
night: 

CHAIRMAN BURNS: I think the out- 
look is bright for a new depot. The rail- 
roads appear to me to be thoroughly in 
earnest, and now that we have got the 
movement started in such good shape, we 
should keep it going. I think the city 
should be willing to make some conces- 
sions if necessary. We must remember 
how we have suffered on account of the 
present shack, and realize that we must 
make some sacrifices in order to get a new 
depot such as the city requires. I think 
it right, therefore, that the city should 
indicate what it is willing to do before 
the roads go to the state authorities. They 
cannot’ formulate their plans unless they 
know what we are going to do. Under 
present conditions I am willing to vete 
for a reasonable reduction of the grades at 
Whitehall and Pryor streets. I see no rea- 
son why this should not be done. The city 
should be willing to do its part. 

COUNCILMAN THOMSON: I think the 


reached. I can see no objection to the plans 
of Mr. Gilbert: The city should not hesi- 
tate, in my opinion, to the lowering of the 
grades on Whitehall or Pryor streets if this 
is necessary to the new depot.

I have looked into the situation and think 
the streets could be lowered as is sug- 
gested. 

ALDERMAN RICE—I think 
pretty good outlook for a depot. The 
roads have manifested a desire to do some- 
thing, and it ig our duty, as I see it, to do 
something, too. I think the plans that have 
been submitted are satisfactory, and cer- 
tainly solve the problem of locating the 
new station on the present site. Of course 
the city will have to make some conces- 
sions, but that is only natural. We mvst 
get the thelp of the state authorities, and I 
do not think there will be any great trou- 
ble in negotiating with the state relative 
to the land, If necessary, I say lower the 
grades on Whitehall and Pryor streets. 
What Atlanta wants is a new Jepot. We 
have been working for it a long time, and 
we can afford to make some sacrifices to 
get it. 

COUNCIL MA™M@LaHATTE: This is prob- 
ably the hardest problem the city council 
has attempted to solve in some time on 
account of the conflicting interests. I am 
in favor of the city making reasonable gon- 
cessions. If it is necessary to lower the 
street grades and the adjacent property 
will not be injured, I see no objection. The 
roads appear to be in earnest and the city 
should give them all the co-operation pos- 
sible.

ORDER FOR SUMMER VACATIONS 


Get Pay While on Their Va- 
cations. 

The annual order sent out from the post- 
office department in Washington instruct- 
ing the postmasters throughout the coun- 
try to give the postoffice employees their 
summer vacation was received yesterday 
by Postmaster Smythe. The order states 
that those employed in the postoffice de- 
partment shall be given fifteen days holi- 
day after the ist of July, and receive full 
pay during the vacation. 

But this does not make any of the clerks 


that while the order states that they are 
to be given a vacation on full pay, that 
there was no provision made by congress 
for the amount to be paid those who work 
in their places during the supposed holi- 
day. Congress did make an appropriation, 
but it was too small to go around, and 
only the employees in small offices reap 
the benefit. 

In the first and second-class offices the 
clerks can take their holidays, but the 
remaining clerks have to do the work 
without getting anything extra. Adequate 
appropriation has been made for the mail 
carriers, and they get their holiday and 
pay at the same time, but the postal] clerks 
in Atlanta are not likely to soon get both 
holiday and pay at the same time, unless 
congress should set aside the amount to 
pay their substitutes.

ear’s supply to be paid for semi-annually 
rom year to year, is operative from year 
to year so long as neither party renounces 
or repudiates it.

3. The manner of holding such election, 
where the debt to be incurred is a bonded 
debt, is prescribed in section 377 et seq. of 
the Political Code. 

4. There is no general law of this state 
prescribing the manner of holding elec- 
tions where the debt proposed to be in- 
curred is not a bonde@ indebtedness; nor 
is there any local law expressly author- 
izing the city council of Dawson to pre- 
scribe the method of holding such election. 

5. Even if no legislation is necessary to 
authorize a municipal corporation to hold 
arf election to determine whether a debt 
other than a bonded indebtedness shall be 
incurred, ar election held pursuant to an 
ordinance and notice which does not state 
the amount of the debt to be incurred will 
not be sufficient to authorize the execution 
of a contract incurring an indebtedness. 

6. Where one enters with a municipal 
corporation into a contract which is void 
because opposed to the constitution and 
laws of this state and contrary to its set- 
tle public policy, complete performance of 
such contract on the part of such person 
will not prevent the municipal corporation 
from pleading its want of power or the 
illegality of the contract. 

7. There is nothing in the decision of this 
case when it was here before, in conflict 
with the rulings now made. 

8. The city council of Dawson has a 
right to make a contract to supply the city 
with water for one year, provided they 
have in the treasury of the city a sum 
sufficient to pay therefor which may be 
lawfully appropriated for. that purpose, or 
if such sum can be secured by lawful taxa- 
tion levied during the year in which the 
contract is made. While a contract for a 
longer space of time is illegal; yet where 
the other parties to such a contract have 
complied: with their part by erecting a 
plant at great expense in order to furnish 
the city with water, the city is liable for 
the amount stipulated in the contract for 
each year that it received the benefits 
thereof. 

9. The evidence being conflicting as to

The majority of the court 
having determined not to overrule the 
cases on the same line, I am  4\likewise 
bound by them. If it were an original 
question, I should hold. in accordance with 
nearly all the other courts of the union, 
including the supreme court of the United 
States. when construing similar provisions 
of constitutions or statutes. that the mak- 
ing of a contract or agreement by municl- 
pal authorities for the supply of gas or 
water for a term of years, for a certain 
sum to paid annually, is not a debt 
within the meaning of the constitution.

BURIED IN OAKLAND 
Funeral Was Conducted from the First 
Presbyterian Church, 
MANY ATTENDED SERVICES 


Casket Was Covered with Beautiful 
Floral Designs from Friends. 


BODY WAS PLACED IN GRANT VAULT 


Short Burial Service Was Conducted 
at the Cemetery by Rev. Orme 
Flynn. 


The late John Thomas Glenn was laid 
rest in the Grant vault at Oakland yester- 
day afternoon. 

The funeral was one of the largest that 
has occurred in Atlanta for many years, 
and was (conducted from the First Preby- 
terian church, of which congregation Mr. 
Glenn was and old and active member. 

The auditorium of the church was dense- 
ly crowded with the relatives and ftiends 
of the deceased, who had gathered to pay 
@ last sad tribute to the well-known 
citizen. 

The services were conducted by Rev. 
Henry MacDonald, of the Second Baptist 
church, and Rev. Orme Flynn, of the 
' Ninth Presbyterian church, and were 
beautiful in their simplicity. No sermon 
Was preached, but the remarks of both 
ministers were words of promise for the 
spirit of the man who had passed away, 
and condolence to those who survive him. 
The altar was a mass of beautiful floral 
offerings from friends, and the casket it- 
self was covered with a profusion of flow- 
ers. Lovely flowers of all kinds were 
woven into beautiful designs and heaped 
upon the casket until it was almost hidden 
from sight. 

A broken wheel of roses, the offering 
from the Sigma Alpha Epsilom fraternity 
of the University of Georgia, of which 
Garard Glenn is a member, rested at the 
head of the casket. At the foot was a 
bouquet of hyacinths and roses sent by the 
high school classmates of Miss Helen 
Glenn, and the design from the Atlanta 
Bar Association was very large and hand- 
some. 

The gift of the bar association was a 
design of a harp and crescent of white 
hyacinths and carnations, and was prob- 
ably one of the largest ever made in 
Atlanta. 

About the altar were seated the pall- 
bearers; members of the family and near 
relatives, while the members of the escort 
and friends filled the church. During the 
services a special choir of four rendered 
appropriate selections. 

At 2:30 o’clock the pallbearers, members 
of the escort and carriages assembled at 
the late. residence, corner Forrest avenue 
and Courtland street, and then proceeded 
to the church. 

The palibearers were: J. M. Slaton, A. L, 
Waldo, W. D. Ellis, Sr., C. T. Hopkins, 
L. Z. Rosser, J. <A. Anderson, Clark 
Howell, Jr., and G. A. Nicholson. 

The escort consisted of the mayor and 
members of the city council, prominent 
citizens, members of the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation, members of the Confederate 
Veterans’* Association and members of the 
Pioneer Society. 

The services at the First Presbyterian 
church began at 3:30 o’clock and lasted 
until 4 o’clock, when the funeral proces- 
sion started for the cemetery.

ODDS AND ENDS OF NEWS: 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The well-known case of the Southern Ex¢ 
press Company against the state of Geor- 
gia, in which the former appeared as plaint- 
iff in error, after being convicted of a mis- 
demeanor in the lower court, was decided 
by the supreme court yesterday morning. 

The decision of the lower court in Bar- 
tow county is reversed and the supreme 
bench has announced that there is ro law 
in the state which “makes. the transporta- 
tion of liquor into a a county il- 
legal. 

The case against the Southern Express 
Company, in Bartow county, in which the 
company was held for violating the local 
option law by bringing whisky into the 
county and delivering it openly at its of- 
fice, has attracted considerable attention 
throughout the state, for the reason that 
no other instance is on recora whefe 4 
corporation was convicted of a crime in 
Georgia. 

An indictment was returnea by the grand 
jury of Bartow county against the express 
company without hesitation and on the trial 
of the case in the lower court the jury 
returned a verdict of guilty. The case pro- 
ceeded in the courts on an agreed state- 
ment of facts between the attorney for the 
express company and the solicitor general 
of Bartow county, and no evidence Was 
heard in the case at all. 

Argument was heard on the case by the 
supreme court some weeks ago, Solicitor 
Sam P. Maddox, of Cartersville, represent- 
ing the state, and F. G. DuBignon, of Sa- 
vannah, the plaintiff in error. The decl- 
sion of the court is of particular interest, as 
it settles all cases that are brought asainst 
common carriers for violation of county 


whisky laws. 
The court holds that there is no law is 


the state which makes it penal for a com- 


mon earrier to convey whisky into a prohi- 
bition county when it acts in the capacity 
of agent for the consignee. 

The statute in prohibition counties which 
seeks to protect the community from the 
admission of whisky in any manner, and 
which commonly provides that it shall be 
unlawful for any person or persons to sell 
or furnish at any place of business or other 
public place any spirituous or malt liquors 
was the statute which the lower court held 
was violated by the Southern Express Com- 
pany when it brought whisky into the coun- 
ty and turned it over publicly to consignees 
at the office of the company. 

The opinion of the supreme court, how- 
ever, is that this statute is not violated by 
a common carrier which is simply perform- 
ing its business obligations {in conveying 
the packages of whisky to the consignee, 
and is in reality only the agent of the con- 
signee. 

The following is the opinion of the gsu- 
preme court on the interesting case 

“A carrier who transports for hire a 
package containing spirituous.liquors, and 
whose only undertaking is to carry an@ de- 
liver the goods, the property of the con- 
signee at destination, does not by delivery 
violate a statute in force in the county of 


delivery, which provides that it shall be 
unlawfu] for any person Or persons to sell, 
either directly or indirectly, or furnish at 
any place of business, or any other public 
place, by any device whatever, any intox- 
icating, spirituous or malt liquors, there 
being in this state no provision of law which 
makes penal the transportaton of liquor 
into a county where the sale of liquor is 


prohibited.’ 


The proposed incorporation under the 
laws of the state of an Industrial] Insurance 
company has given rise to a discussion as 
to who has the right to issue a charter to 
such a company. 

The industrial company, a tranch of 
which is to be located in this state at 
Brunswick, is purportea to be organized as 
a mutual! association, issuing certificates of 
membership with weekly or monthly dues, 
with a contract to pay the holder of certifi- 
cate so much weekly or monthly in case 
of sickness and a stated amount for burial. 

Under act of the legislature all corporate 
powers and privileges to banking, insurance, 
railroad, canal, express and telegraph com- 
panies must be eranted by the secretary of 
state, but the only kinds of insurance com- 
panies that come under the statute are 
those of life, fire and accident. 

It is held by Attorney General Terrell 
that a promise to pay a stipulated amount 
for burial expenses, which is one cof the 
principal features of the new company, does 
not come under any three of the kinds of 
insurance companies that can be chartered 


| by the secretary of state, and the attorney 


general holds that the question of granting 
a charter is an open one for the courts to 
decide. The only other source for such a 
company to get a charter to do business in 
the state is from the judge of the superior 
court in the county where the principal of- 
fice of the company is to be located. 

Judge Lumpkin, of the Fulton county 
court, ‘thas held in a recent decision that he 
is authorized to issue a charter to a com- 
pany similar to the one to be organized in 
Brunswick. 

While the question is regarded as an open 
one by the attorney general, Secretary of 
State Cook is of the opinion that a charter 


] for such a company wil] have to be issued 


from his office. That it is the meaning of 
the statute that all insurance companies, 
regardless of other features that may be in- 
troduced into the business, must receive 
their charter from the secretary of state. 

The Brunswick cOmpany hax three in- 
surance features, and while they dv not 
come under the head of fire, life or accicent 
insurance, it is of the same charactcr and 
should be chartered by the secretary of 
state. 

It is very probable tiat a charter wilt be 
issued to the new company !n Brunswick 
in a few days by the secretary of state, 
and in order to establish tne vaiid‘'y of the 
charter it will then be necessary to take 
the matter to the supreme c«urt, where it 
can be determined cnce fo- all. 

It is the advice of the attorney general 
to the Brunswick company to apply for its 
charter to both the secretary «ff state and 
the judge of the superior court, in order to 
be sure that the charter will b?2 vaiid.

AND IS IN JAIL 


He Tells Why He Shot and Killed His 
Father. 


MOTHER’S LIFE WAS IN DANGER 


Youth Says He Wanted To Get the Pis- 
tol from the Old Man. 


WAS FOLLOWED AND BEAT WITH A ROCK 


Peacock Was Captured at Douglasville 
Yesterday—He Makes a State- 
ment in the Tower. 


Inman Peacock, the negro youth who kill- 
ed his father, Andrew Peacock, near the 
city Tuesday, was arrested at Douglasville 
last night and was brought to Ateate and 
placed in the Tower. 

Young Peacock shot and killed his old 
father nine miles from the city and near 
the camp-meeting grounds. A shot was 
fired from a pistol and ‘the bullet entered 
Andrew Peacock’s breast ‘an@ passed 
through his heart. 

The slayer of his father makes a state- 
ment of the affair, which, ff true, some- 
what palliates the crime. 

Young Peacock was seen at the Tower 
after his arriva] last night and he made 
the following statement of the killing: 

“My father hag been living away from 
home, in Atlanta. He has not been work- 
ing and whenever he came to the farm he 
demanded what money I had. made to sup- 
port my mother and sister. He came home 
the day before the Killing, and@ Tuesday 
morning the sent my little sister into my 
room for my pistol. I asked Bim what he 
wanted with the pistol, and he said he in- 
tended to kill my mother, because she 
wouldn’t give him any money. : He often 
beat her for nothing. I took the pistol] to 
run away with it. My father ran after me 
and at the gate struck me with a heavy 
stick. I continued to run and he followed 
me up and threw rocks at me. I turned as 
he came up with a big rock, and I cocked 
the pistol an@ pulled the trigger. ‘The pistol 
snapped twice and the third time I pulled 
the trigger it went off. 
running and my father still followed me. I 
ran into the house of Mr. Zeke Childers and 
told him what had happened. Mr. Childers 
took his gun and meeting my father in the 
yard told him that if he did not go away 
that he (Mr. Childers) would shoot him. 
My father left and I walked off down the 
road. I did not know I had shot my father 
and ran away Lecause I was afraid to re- 
turn home, as my father was a bad man 
when angry. The first that I knew of the 
killing was when I was arrested at Douglas- 
ville. Everybody who knew my father will 
say that he did not work and came home 
from Atlanta to take our mumey from us 
to give to a woman tn the city.” 

Some of the points in the prisoner’s state- 
ment do not tally with the evidence that 
came out in the coroner’s investigation. 
Many of the things he said, however, were 
substantiated by the evidence. 

It is now said that Peacock is an honest, 
hard working negro ‘youth and his father 
was not much account, He is being held 
on the warrant taker out by the coroner 
charging him with murder.

Changes in Stock Prices Were Mixed 
with Lesses Prevailing: 


MONEY TOUCHED 5 PER CENT 


Closing Tone Was Uncertain with 
Prices Below the Best and Above 
the Worst. 


New York, March 18.—The changes in 
stock prices today were mixed, with losses 
prevailing. For the greater part of the 
day stocks were under pressure, in part 
due to the strength in the call money mar- 
Ket, where 6 per cent was recorded for 
some loans, although most of the business 
was at 4 per cent. London,, while trading 
both ways, disposed of more stock than it 
took. The se.iing of Manhattan was at- 
tributed to the underwriting syndicate issue 
of new stock, althougih there was no means 
of ascertaining the real source. This stock 
closed with a loss of nearly 2 points after 
an earlier decline of 5 3-8 Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf left off 4 points down in 
anticipation of a possible heavy assessment 
in the plans of reorganization. American 
Steel and Wire dropped 1 3-8 with a small- 
er sympathetic recession in Federal Steel 
issues. There were fractional recessions, 
too, in Northern Pacifics, Atchison, the 
Readings and the grangers. Chicago Ter- 
minal stocks were benefited by talk of a 
contract with Chicago and Alton, while 
Colorado Southern was up on rumors of 
negotiations with Union Pacific. Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit got within a small fraction 
of par in expectation that another sys- 
tem was about to be acquired, but the in- 
terests concerned largely in such a deal 
were uncommunicative. American Tobacco 
rose 2 points, but Continental Tobacco, 
now dealt in dn the unlisted department, 
made, compared with the opening, a, net 
loss of 1% for the common and 3 for the 
preferred. New York Air Brake jumped 
10 3-4 points. Conflicting rumors regarding 
the probability of certain legislation lent 
feverishness to Consolidated Gas, which, 
however, rose 3-4, Metropolitan Street 
Railway, People’s Gas and Sugar gave 
Some evidence of strength. A slight reces- 
sion in the strength of call money, although 
it closed with transactions at 3% and 4 
per cent, induced some covering in the af- 
ternoon. The elosing tone was uncertain, 
with prices below the best and above the 
worst. The government trade statistics 
showing an excess of exports of nearly $34,- 
000,000 was not altogether favorably re- 
ceived because of the imports exceeding 
any since Mareh a year ago, while the ex- 
ports showed a shrinkage of over 20 pér 
cent compared with any of the preceding 
four ‘months.

The preliminary statement of the ex- 
ports of breadstuffs, provisions, cotton and 
mineral oils for the month or February, 
issued by the bureau of statistics, gives 
the total of those articles at- $55,989,894, 
against $49,843,806 in February, 1897; $52,114,- 
373 in February, 1896, while with the single 
exception of 1898 no February shows as 
large exports of these articles. The figures 
for February, 1898, are $62,009,536, about 
$6,000,000 greater than those of the month 
just ended. The slight decrease as com- 
pared with February last year does not 
denote an actual falling off in exports, but 
is accounted for by the lower prices ruling 
for a number of commodities.

This opens a new field of work for women 
and one that will probably be eagerly 
sought by them. The pharmaceutical board 
expects to have many applicants for di- 
plomas next year and the colleges expect 
to have young ladies apply for admission 
to their classes. 

Miss Cartledge is well known in Dahlon- 
ega, where she is greatly admired. She is 
the sister of Dr, E. C. Cartledge, who is 


now located in Atlanta, and who started 
a number of years ago the drug store 
now controjled by Miss Cartledge. About 
four years ago Miss Cartledge decided to 
help her brother in his business, although 
she at that time had no intention of mak- 
ing a profession of the drug business, 

Later, however, when Dr. Cartledge de- 
cided to come to Atlanta to engage in the 
study of medicine, he left his sister in 
entire charge of the business, and she not 
only mastered the profession, but manag- 
ed the business in an excéllent manner. 
Miss Cartledge decided a few months ago 
to stand examination before the state phar- 
maceutical board, and last Tuesday mde an 
excellent showing in all the branches of the 
profession.

Body Followed to Cemetery by Wife, 
a Clergyman and a Friend. 


WAS SYMPATHY GOR THE WIFE 


There Were No. Flowers on the Grave, 
but It Was Damp with Tears of 
a Faithful Wife.

Yesterday afternocn the body of Robert 
Lewis, who was hanged at the Tower Tues- 
day morning, was buried at Westview. 

A single carriage followed the hearse 
and in the carriage. were Rev. Elias L. 
Vaughn, county chaplain; Miss Sue Holla- 
way ,the Tower matron, and Mrs. Lewis, 
the wife of the executed murderer. 

The body had been Kept at the estahlish- 
ment of Funeral Director H, ‘M. Patterson 
Tuesday night and Wednesday morning, 
and the funeral procession started from 
that place. 

‘Mrs. ‘Lewis hid her face on the shoulder 
of Miss Hollaway to keep the gaping crowd 
from staring at her as she passed. 

No person was allawed to enter the 
undertaking parlors while the dead ‘body 
was kept there. The dead was viewed by 
no one after the execution save those who 
prepared the body for the grave. The man 
had explated his crime with his life and 
the body was kept from the rude gaze of 
those who had a desire to see it only as a 
matter of curiosity. 

Charity haa given a single-grave jot at 
Westview and the dead was given as re- 
spectable a funeral as’ possible, 

Mrs. Lewis had been haunted with a fear 
of her husband’s body being turned over 
to a medical college. It was-her one plaint 
just before and after the execution. She 
had walked many miles to see her husband 
during the last days of his life. She reached 
Atlanta without money, She was a very 
poor woman and without any one to help 

er. But her pitiful condition appealed to 
sympathizing hearts and she found *xind 
friends at the trying hour. 

There were no flowers on the grave of 
the man who had to lay down his life for a 
life he had taken, but it was damp with fhe 
tears of a loyal and loving wife.

COLLEGE GAMES WILL OCCUR 


Several National.,League Clubs To 
Come Here for Practice. 


CITY LEAGUE WILL HAVE FOUR CLUBS 


Large Crowds Are Expected To Attend 
the Games—Clubs of League Wiil 
Soon Be Announced. 


Plans for the management of the city 
baseball league @re now under way, and 
those behind the teams announce that At- 
lanta will have splendid amateur ball dur- 
ing the entire summer. The proposition as 
made several weeks ago to several of the 
more prominegt and influential fans, and 
which was accepted as the best to be 
found, is for a four-club organization, 
Two teams have been selected for, this 
league already,’ and the other two will be 
chosen in time to allow them sufficient 
practice to have a change at the pennant. 
The team from the fire department, which 
did some‘*good playing last year, and the 
organization known as the Merchants’ 
team, which was a general favorite with 
the fans last season, are the two which 
have been already selected for the league. 
It is not known what two teams will be 
chosen for the two vacancies. : A number 
have asked to be admitted to the league, 
and the management has them under con- 
sideration. The announcement of the four 
clubs to form the league “will be made 
within several days, and the practice 
games will then begin. 

The price of admission to the city league 
games will be the same as it was last year 
—a general admission for 10 cents and 10 
cents for grand stand seats. This, as may 
be readily seen, is not enough to net any 
great sum for the owners of the clubs, and 
it is not the intention to make the league 
a money-making scheme. One of the fans 
behind the organization stated yesterday 
that the owners of the clubs did not care 
whether they made or lost on the league, 
provided the loss did not amount to a 
large sum. The admission fee is intended 
to cover the expense of uniforms, of bats, 
balls, cleaning the grounds and other incli- 
dental expenses connected with the man- 
agement of a league. 

Brisbine park has already been leased for 
the season, and it is there-that all the 
games of the league will be played. The 
grounds are now being cleaned and placed 


in good condition. The grounds will be 
kept in splendid codition during the etire 
season, and the managers of the league 
the 
south at Brisbine park. 

The first game of the season here will be 
played on April ist, between Cornell and 
the University of Georgia. This will be 
the first of an interesting series of college 
games that will afford splendid exhibitions 
of the national game to the college grad- 
uates of the city. 

Directly after this game it is probable 
that several of the National League clubs 
now wintering in this section of the coun- 
try will be challenged by the clubs of the 
Atlanta league. This will afford amuse- 
ment for several weeks, and then the 
regular league games will commence. Two 
games will be played every week, through- 
out the entire season. 

The first game of the week will be play- 
ed on Wednesday afternoon, and ‘the other 
will be pulled off on Saturday afternoon. 
Season tickets will probably be sold, and 
the number of complimentary passes will 
be made as small as -possible. None of 
the tickets, however, have as yet been 
printed, and they will not be issued until 
immediately before the league games

Seven Stood Written Examination in 
Superior Courtroom Yesterday. 


NEW METHOD WAS IN USE 


First Time That Recent Law Has Been 
: Put Into Effect.

Examination Papers Will Be Forward- 


ed to Commission, Where They 
Will Be Carefully Perused. 


An examination of applicants for admis- 


sion to the practice of law in Georgia was 
conducted yesterday by Judge Lumpkin. 
The examination took place in the superior 
courtroom and there were seven young men 
present to answer the questions which had 
been prepared by the special commission 
appointed for the purpose by the supreme 
court, 

The examination was the first that has 
been held since the new -procedure for ad- 
mission to the bar in this state went into 
effect. The law was enacted at the last 
session of the general assembly and makes 
the standard of the examination much 
higher than formerty, and the knowledge of 
the applicant must be much greater than it 
was under the old law, which allowed the 
applicant to be examined orally by mem- 
bers of the bar at which he asked to be 
admitted. 

The questions for the examination were 
received by Judge Lumpkin some time ago, 
and he gave each of the applicants before 
him yesterday a list of them. The appli- 
cants were required to take a rigid oath not 
to receive any information on the examina- 
tions or at any time to divulge or copy 
any of the questions of the examination. 

The entire day was required in the exam- 
ination and some of the applicants remained 
in the courtroom until after nightfall writ- 
ing on the questions. Among the candi- 
dates was a negro. 

The methods ‘now followed in admitting 
candidates for the practice of law to the 
bar are very rigid and entirely different 
from the old way. As stated, the questions 
are prepared by a commission appointed 
by the supreme court. The examination is 
conducted in every county on the same 
day and the same questions are submitted 
to every applicant. 

The names of the persons taking the ex- 
amination are not attached to the paper, 
but instead is placed a number—one from 
twenty numbers, which are furnished by 
the judge. The papers are sent to the com- 
mission and are there examined. Those 
who reach the required mark are passed 
and recommended for a license. 

The papers are then sent to the justices 
of the supreme court, who Notify the 
judges of the superior courts of the differ- 
ent counties that such and such a number 
has passed a successful examination. Those 
who do not pass are notified. 

There was much interest in the examina- 
tion conducted yesterday. Owing to the
